Once in a Lifetime 

Obama and Clinton are the future - a real future that is better than any fabricated past

There is currently so much discussion in 
the Chronicle’s online forums that even posts 
that are less than a week old are getting bur- 
ied in the archives. One of the more entertain- 
ing threads has been in response to a letter 
headlined “Getting a Good President Now 
Would Have to Be Accidental.” The letter is 
of the genre of those bitter and disillusioned 
with what American politics has evolved into 
in this modern world. As some posters point 
out, this is one of those water-from-rocks-in- 
the-desert miracles. The only way that the 
notion that voters’ being stuck with choosing 
the lesser of two evils can be characterized as 
a late 20th century mutation is with a near- 
gleeful ignorance of history. As one poster 
suspected, “The last consensus candidate 
for president was Washington, George him- 
self.” Actually, to some extent this is almost 
ahistorical, as well, in that Washington was 
enormously popular, but neither his candi- 
dacy nor presidency was without substantial 
controversy and opposition. Not the least 
of this was that Washington was a strong, 
visionary federalist dealing with anti-federal- 
ists in literally every colony/state. Still, most 
of the really important political battles during 
Washington’s presidency were between the 
very different visions of Alexander Hamilton 


and Thomas Jefferson. Although the latter 
has been granted political sainthood by many 
historians, populists, and the public in gen- 
eral, for the most part it was Hamilton whose 
views won out. 

In retrospect, it is easy to champion certain 
politicians and presidents while denigrating 
others. If you read contemporaneous press 
or detailed histories of damn near any period 
in American history, I’m sorry, but other 
than featuring the spectacular inadequacy of 
Bush and his appointments (as well as Karl 
Rove’s parochial, partisan political strategiz- 
ing), the current period is really not much 
of an anomaly in this country’s history. 
Actually, the above is really a weak excuse 
to get in some more cheap shots at the cur- 
rent administration, because its spectacular 
ineptitude and miserably inappropriate politi- 
cal appointments really are not that unique. 
Partisan favoritism has frequently elevated 
loyalty over ability and expertise. Admittedly, 
Bush’s anachronistic enthusiasm to gut the 
federal civil service, returning to essentially 
pre-Jacksonian federal feudalism, is surpris- 
ing only in light of his lack of intellectual and 
historical curiosity. 

In general, the view that this country has 
entered a dark age after a couple of centuries 
of being a republic of light and righteousness 
has more to do with rose-colored glasses 
than with any history. As the Talking Heads 
pointed out, “Same as it ever was . . . .” 

“And it’s the same across the nation, 

Black and white discrimination.” 

- Frank Zappa, “Trouble Coming Every Day” 

My first real awareness of Barack Obama 
came from watching the Chicago news while 
visiting family in Illinois. It might have been 
as recently as his senatorial race or as far back 
as one of his previous campaigns. A local 
reporter approached five white women to ask 
them about the race. 

I lived in Boston during the violent racial 
turmoil over busing, when stones thrown at 
school buses and curses hurled at schoolchil- 


dren were daily occurrences. For years, the 
Boston school board had known it needed 
to do something to integrate public schools 
but had always moved in exactly the opposite 
direction. Whenever a new school needed 
to be built, they would locate it deep in an 
ethnic neighborhood rather than near a bor- 
der, thus preserving the de facto segregation. 
When a federal judge ordered busing, certain 
city neighborhoods became war zones. 

During this time, I returned to Boston 
after making my first visit to Texas (I lived in 
Jamaica Plains, then a racially mixed, work- 
ing-class neighborhood). Unfortunately but 
unsurprisingly, I had become addicted to 
barbecue. In the greater Boston area, not only 
the best but almost all barbecue joints were 
located in black neighborhoods. In those 
areas, it was not safe to stand on the comer or 
sit in a car if one was white (it should be noted 
that much of the violence then was white 
against black). Buying barbecue thus involved 
carefully planned expeditions. A friend would 
drop me off right in front of some place like 
Bucket O Ribs in Roxbury, then cmise around 
until I emerged and hustled into the car. 

Daily TV news fare was working-class, Irish, 
white women screaming insults at police, bus 
drivers, and bused students, their faces often 
contorted in outrage. 

Watching the TV in Chicago, I knew what 
the women on the news would say before 
they opened their mouths. 

Except I was completely wrong. They talk- 
ed about Barack Obama with a love and 
protectiveness that was unique for almost any 
politician. He was theirs, and they were his. 
His opponent, though ethnically similar to 
the women, was not even worth considering. 
In a way, it was as if they were saying, “How 
dare he run against Obama?” If I have ever 
witnessed the moments of true revolution, 
this was one of them. 

As much as we may want to get into cos- 
tumes to execute the dances of doom and 
despair around the center pole of “it used to 
be better,” it never really was. The real pres- 
ent has tmmped any tenderized, pasteurized, 


fictionalized version of the past. Obama’s 
and Hillary Clinton’s performances in Iowa 
and New Hampshire are unique. They are the 
future, regardless of what you think of either 
candidate - a real future that is better than 
any fabricated past. This, of course, can still 
pale next to the fictions of all too many who 
offer opinions based on personal fantasies 
and perceptions. But in despairing over the 
current state of things in the context of these 
versions of history, they might as well include 
fairies, gnomes, wizards, unicorns, and drag- 
ons in their laments.

I’m sorry: There is opinion, there is fact, 
and then there is sheer, uncut fantasy.

more often . . . accepting only one. Any single 
member may object to a new member, mak- 
ing it extremely difficult to join. The asso- 
ciation does not represent internationally 
renowned publications like Le Monde or The 
Times of London - indeed, it has repeatedly 
rejected applications from a correspondent 
for Le Monde, while accepting applications 
from freelance writers from Bangladesh and 
South Korea.” 

Another Times article offers, “But the 
Foreign Press Association has always been 
a bit mysterious, even by Hollywood’s slip- 
pery standards. Its members’ publications are 
rarely listed in the phone directory. Some of 
the journalists don’t seem to write much. And 
over the years several of them have reportedly 
also owned boutiques or worked as waiters.” 

Every few years, another expose on the 
I1FPA appears in some publication, to the 
point where there now are volumes of them, 
but the organization makes Teflon look adhe- 
sive. Recently, 1 w'as in L.A. with a friend who 
was going on about how well known it is that 
a nomination and sometimes even a win could 
be bought - not for cash, but by entertaining 
the HFPA members or giving them expensive 
gifts. The Times article recalls perhaps the 
most well-known example: “[Tjhere was that 
unfortunate incident in 1981 when the group 
heralded Pia Zadora as new'comer of the year 
for her performance in the flop Butterfly. It 
w'as later revealed that Ms. Zadora’s producer 
(and husband), Meshulam Riklis, had flown 
the group to Las Vegas, Nev., before the vote 
for a few days of nonmoviegoing.” 

Now, I do not challenge any reader’s opin- 
ion that any Chronicle writer or critic is an 
ill-advised hire, a pathetic amateur incapable 
of writing complete sentences or forming a 
simple thought. Instead, quite happily I find 
myself often included among the least gifted 
of this crew, many of w'hom are so moronic 
and singularly untalented that they are unde- 
serving even of condemnation. This is not 
a defense of inadequacy or ineptitude. Just 
please don’t beat us with a stick as wilted 
and lacking genuine respect as the Hollywood 
Foreign Press Association. ■

Candidates' Ideologies 


Dear Editor, 

In Michael Ventura’s latest editorial [“Letters 
@ 3AM,” Jan. 4], the author laments that presi- 
dential candidates' experience appears inconse- 
quential to the voting public at large, who primar- 
ily seems preoccupied with “change” in politics. 
While I would agree that political experience is 
important on a candidate's resume and that talk 
of change often serves as euphemistic window- 
dressing to obscure inexperience, I disagree that 
job experience is itself the most important factor 
in picking a candidate. Mr. Ventura is correct in 
asserting that Joe Biden, Bill Richardson, and 
Chris Dodd are the most experienced. What he 
fails to point out, however, is that they are expe- 
rienced stalwarts of the status quo. 

The most prominent factor that points to 
what kind of president any candidate might 
be is his or her ideology. It is ideology that 
reveals motivation. And motivation shapes the 
alliances in Congress and the private sector 
that form U.S. policy. Unfortunately, ideology 
can’t easily be ascertained by stump speeches 
or debates. Candidates spend millions on PR 



campaigns that, as Noam Chomsky puts it, sell 
candidates like they’re selling toothpaste. Every 
election cycle, the same amorphous promises of 
"change" are uttered by every candidate of both 
parties. Our elections are popularity contests, 
and the candidates know this, which makes it 
easier for them all to sound the same in the 
absence of real scrutiny of their policy propos- 
als and voting histories. That's the only real way 
to find out where a candidate is coming from: 
to research. Who funds them? How have they 
voted? 

Sadly, not many people are going to spend the 
time to find these things out. 

Every leading Democratic candidate has a 
proposal for an “Iraq-lite,” a more palatable 
occupation of the Middle East. Our naivete and 
lack of inquisitiveness come at our own peril. 
And unfortunately, enlightenment doesn’t look 
likely to occur absent more peril.

Ordinance Is Not 
One-Size-Fits-All 


Dear Editor, 

Having lived in East Austin for the past 
eight years, I must say that “Hollywood" 
Henderson and I share concern about importing 
the McMansion ordinance east of the highway 
[“Hollywood vs. Ocean: Be There!" News, Jan. 
4]. While the ordinance might prevent supersiz- 
ing old-growth, upper-crust suburbs, I worry that 
the ordinance may inadvertently discourage 
denser development on the Eastside, which will 
result in fewer affordable-housing units being 
built In our neighborhoods. 

Many lots in my neighborhood (Rosewood) 
have been zoned to accommodate two homes or 
a home with a garage apartment. For example, 
my house is currently 1,500 square feet and 
houses three people. In lieu of building a garage, 
behind my home is a 900-square-foot residence 
that houses three people. The back house sold 
for 26% less than my home, creating additional 
housing for a lower-income household, and it 
doubled the density for my lot. By limiting con- 
struction to 40% of a lot, many developers will 
simply build the one larger home (e.g., 2,000 
square feet) for a high-end buyer and will not 
build a second structure or garage apartment 
suitable for students, middle-class families, or 
home studio/offices. 

If our neighborhood (and city) is serious about 
promoting density and prohibiting obscene hous- 
es, we should focus on how tall the structures 
are and how much clearance there must be from 
the curb and in between houses and establish 
higher density thresholds for multistructure proj- 


ects. Focusing on lot percentages alone will do 
nothing more than ensure that additional density 
is squashed.

Council says: 'We're doing the hiring'

Last week, it took the City Council all of half a day to select 
seven semifinalists for the position of Austin’s new city manager, 
and by the time you read this, the list will have been winnowed 
down - via on-site council interviews - to two or three finalists. 
On the following page, we’ve provided brief summaries of the 
public careers of the semifinalists, which is about all you’ll get in 
the way of advance details. Although it’s been clear since last 
spring that incumbent City Manager Toby Futrell would be step- 
ping down, and council members expressed the desire to have a 
new person selected by the end of 2007, the search itself (at least 
for out-of-town candidates) has begun with a lightning round, 
which will rapidly conclude (barring surprises) with a final selec- 
tion expected next week. 

There’s been audible grumbling that the selection process has 
been insufficiently “public” and specifically that it has lacked 
the late-stage public forums provided for the final Austin Police 
Department candidates that ended in the popular choice of 
Chief Art Acevedo. (On Tuesday morning, the Statesman edito- 
rial board issued that complaint, oddly echoed later that day by 
the anti-establishment strange bedfellows assembled as the 
Better Austin Today Political Action Committee.) Early on, the 
council did seek public input concerning the prospective city 
manager “profile,” and search firm Arcus Public held detailed 
discussions with roughly 50 “stakeholders” recommended by 
the council members, but - thus far - there are no forums. 


NAKED CITY 


Former Austin Mayor Gus Garcia struck and killed a pedestrian 
crossing North Lamar Boulevard on Jan. 6. The traffic fatality was 
the first of 2008. Police say a Latino man in his mid-20s was cross- 
ing Lamar near Braker Lane in “midblock” shortly before 7pm on 
Sunday evening when he was struck by Garcia's Toyota traveling 
northbound on Lamar. The man died at the scene. Garcia, 73, said 
he was driving with his son to dinner when the accident happened. 
He told the Austin American-Statesman he didn’t see the man who, 
he said, “came out of nowhere." Garcia called 911 for help and pro- 
vided police with a blood sample, although police say there is no 
indication that speeding, drugs, or alcohol played a role in the acci- 
dent. At press time, police hadn't 
released the name of the man 
killed, pending a positive ID and 
family notification. - Jordan Smith 

In recent attacks on Tax Assessor- 
Collector Nelda Spears. Dem- 
ocratic primary challenger Glen 
Maxey asserted Spears hasn’t 
done enough for Eastsiders, citing a 
University of Texas Lyndon B. 

Johnson School of Public Affairs 
study showing what he said was a 
disproportionate number of foreclo- 
sures on Eastside properties in 
2006. For emphasis, Maxey pointed 
to a quote from City Manager Toby 
Futrell, saying the foreclosure stats 
caused her “shame.” Spears’ cam- 
paign responded that the foreclo- 
sures were almost entirely of abandoned or neglected properties that 
resulted in no Eastside residents being displaced from their homes. 
The Maxey campaign got a kick in the shins Dec. 28, when Futrell her- 
self sent a letter saying that Spears is right. “When asked to respond 
on the spot that night to a foreclosure statistic I was seeing for the 
first time," Futrell wrote, “I said that I wanted to understand the num- 
bers better, but if correct, it was shameful." But, ”[u]ltimately in a May 
11th letter to the Chief Operating Officer of the Travis County Tax Office 
and copied to me, [LBJ School] Professor [Robert H.[ Wilson conclud- 
ed that all of the East Austin foreclosed properties were vacant lots or 
had structures deemed uninhabitable by the City of Austin." To read 
the full letter, see “Futrell Refutes Maxey" at austinchronicle.com/ 
newsdesk.

The Austin Independent School District has announced two 
public forums to discuss the proposed interim bond issue, 
including funding for new schools, proposals for a citywide perform- 
ing-arts center, and investment in technology. Citizens will be invit- 
ed to give input on proposals from the Citizens’ 2008 Bond 
Advisory Committee at 6pm on Tuesday, Jan. 15, at Covington 
Middle School theatre, and 6pm Wednesday, Jan. 16, at LBJ High 
School cafeteria. The committee will make its final recommenda- 
tions to the board of trustees on Jan. 28. AISD hopes to include 
the bond in the May 10 elections. - Richard Whittaker 

After repeated allegations from its retail tenants of overbilling and 
unresponsiveness to complaints, property management firm West 
Village Management Co. will no longer be running the 2nd Street 
District. On Jan. 1, the Dallas- 
based firm transferred day-to-day 
operations to AMLI Management 
Co., and tenants were cheerily 
informed they are now part of the 
“AMLI Famli.” Local staff members 
hired to run the area have been 
transferred across to the new 
management, part of the group 
that owns the AMLI building on 
Second Street and which, through 
AMLI Downtown Austin LR has 
always been the payee on tenants’ 
checks. “This is uncomplicating 
things for tenants," said property 
manager Christine Miller. West 
Village will still be involved, as its 
sister company Urban Partners 
continues to oversee retail leasing 
in the district. Fred Evins, redevelopment project manager for the 
city's Economic Growth and Redevelopment Services Office, said 
the city is aware of the change: “We’re interested in anything that 
better addresses the needs of the tenants.” - R.W. 

if you’ve ever wanted to be an Election Day worker but recoiled at 
the thought of putting in 14 hours, Travis Co. Clerk Dana 
DeBeauvoir has a job for you. At the LBJ Library Tuesday, 
DeBeauvoir announced a new program called the Early Start 
Team: She’s recruiting volunteers - especially young people and 
others who have never worked an election before - to take a shift 
of only two to four hours beginning at 6am to help set up one of 
the 200 Election Day polling stations. If you’re registered to 
vote in Travis County, know your way around a computer, and can

Council members say the difference is entirely intentional. 
Mayor Will Wynn told me firmly, several times, “This City 
Council is going to hire this city manager.” Jennifer Kim described 
her colleagues as united in wanting explicitly to depoliticize the 
position and to reaffirm that the city manager’s central task is “to 
do the best job of carrying out [the council’s] vision and policy.” 
Noting that the council has taken plenty of heat for often being 
too deferential to the manager and staff, Mike Martinez argued, 
“We’re damned if we do, and we’re damned if we don’t. 

“We’ve been beaten over the head for not taking control of 
the city at the council level, for not being the governing body we 
need to be,” Martinez continued. “This is the council’s sole 
personnel decision. ... So I think we took ownership of that. . . . 
We don’t want to parade folks out there, make it a popularity 
contest or who the best actor is. We really wanted council to dig 
in to these guys and try to determine who we thought is the best 
fit to come in and lead the city.” 

A Level Field 

The mayor also insisted, a bit testily, that all the candidates are 
being evaluated on a “level playing field” and that there was no 
“favorite” as they entered the interview stage earlier this week. He 
dismissed widespread rumors that the “insider” candidates have an 
inside lane, taking a chip shot at my high-spirited colleague Wells 
Dunbar for suggesting last week (“Naked City,” Jan. 4) that the 
council might be “running away” from out-of-town candidates and 
thereby raising suspicion among potential applicants. (Responded 
Dunbar: “Since they already had their final list of applicants at that 
point, I think the mayor’s being a little touchy.”) 

Nonetheless, insisted Wynn, “To a person, this council is 
really excited at the quality of all the candidates and is doing its 
absolute best to make the field as level as it can possibly be. We’re 
excited and optimistic that such extremely well-qualified candi- 
dates have applied for the position, from within Austin and from 
across the country - and the entire council is very comfortable 
with the candidates and with the process. 

“The really good news,” concluded the mayor, “is that we’ve 
got a really fine group of candidates with a very wide range of 
different experiences and backgrounds, and all of them really 
want the opportunity to come and lead this great city.” ■

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City Manager Madness: The Semifinalists

March Madness ain't for a couple months, but dust off 
those brackets - last Thursday, Jan. 3, after 3Vi hours of con- 
sideration, the City Council emerged from executive session to 
name eight semifinalist candidates for Austin’s city manager 
position: the three expected internal candidates (Laura 
Huffman, Rudy Garza, and a now-withdrawn Juan Garza) and 
five others from across the nation. The five external contend- 
ers constitute a field as diverse as it is experienced: three 
African-Americans, one female, three current city managers. 

And just like your college-ball hopefuls, several picks won’t 
go the distance. On Tuesday, Jan. 8, each candidate received 
an hourlong, one-on-one interview with each council member; 
on Wednesday, Jan. 9, council interviewed the applicants as a 
group, with the expectation they would announce two to three 
finalists. However, at 5pm, an apparently undecided council 
announced it would be recessing the search - without naming 
finalists - and continue deliberations at its meeting today, 
Thursday, Jan. 10. Council’s still scheduled to interview finalists 
Wednesday, Jan. 16, and name a new city manager soon there- 
after - but as Wednesday made clear, getting everyone on the 
same page is easier said than done. - Wells Dunbar

Austin Police Department Officer Scott Lando is the subject of an ongo- 
ing investigation into his alleged love affair with a woman named Denise 
Pfeifer, who alleges Lando paid her $70 for sex (which apparently took place 
in Lando's patrol car, parked at a construction site - sexy, eh?) and then took 
her shopping - at Wal-Mart and Payless Shoes. To top it off - perhaps to 
sweeten an otherwise sad, sad romance - Pfeifer alleges Lando took her to 
his home, let her rummage through his wife's clothes, and take whatever she 
wanted - which reportedly included a pair of Harley-Davidson boots and a 
bedazzled pair of jeans.

CITY LIMITS 

Envision This: City offi- 
cials from Elgin made an 
urgent pitch to the Capital 
Area Metropolitan 
Planning Organization on 
Monday to get their own 
commuter-rail line from 
Elgin, through Manor to 
Austin. Unused but sound 
tracks are in place; about 
half of Elgin residents 
commute daily to Austin. 

Elgin is within the five- 
county Envision Central 
Texas planning region and 
wants to join Leander in 
enjoying a booming tax 
base from transit-oriented 
development. Elgin recent- 
ly purchased a large tract 
for a TOD, but neither 
CAMPO nor Capital Metro 
has the dough to finance another new commuter-rail line right now. Elgin 
City Manager Jeff Coffee said his city could help foot the $75 million to $80 
million bill but can't swing it alone. One possible funding source, said 
Brewster McCracken and Travis Co. Commissioner Sarah Eckhardt, would be 
revenues from planned toll-road segments on 290 East to Elgin - a neat bit 
of transit eco-justice. - Katherine Gregor 

Ohio Rep. Dennis Kucinich and his booster Willie Nelson are suing the 
Texas Democratic Party after they refused to put the presidential hopeful's 
name on the March 4 primary ballot. Kucinich sent in his paperwork on Jan. 
2, before close of filing, but scratched out the party-mandated pledge to 
support the winning candidate. He offered to sign the oath if he could alter 
it so that he would only have to support a candidate if he or she promised 
not to use war as a tool of foreign relations. The party rejected his offer. 
“While we respect his convictions, it's our responsibility to enforce the 
rules,” said TDP Communications Director Amber Moon, noting that Kucinich 
signed the oath in 2004. However, Kucinich press secretary Andy Juniewicz 
called it “a blind loyalty oath to a candidate whose positions regarding war 
and peace are unclear.” U.S. District Judge Lee Yeakel will hear the suit on 
Jan. 11. If the court rules the oath is illegal, the secretary of state will be 
instructed to add Kucinich to the ballot, along with the certified list of candi- 
dates submitted by TDP - R.W. 

While Republicans and Democrats may not know who will be on their slate 
come November, at least they know they’ll have one. Texas Greens may have 
to wait until June to know whether they have official candidates. The Green 
Party of Texas registered with the secretary of state on Dec. 7 for a place 
on the ballot, and its state executive committee voted unanimously on Dec. 

15 that the party would pursue ballot access. The Greens now have to wait 
until a week after the March 4 Democratic and Republican primaries and will 
then have 75 days to collect and submit 43,992 signatures, equal to 1% of 
the people who voted in the last gubernatorial election, from registered voters 



who did not take part in either primary. The signatures then have to be veri- 
fied. This means Greens still may not have a decision by their June 14 con- 
vention (expected to be held in Houston). “You can see why it's considered 
the third-worst state (after North Carolina and Pennsylvania) for ballot 
access,” said party Chair Doug Reber. - R.W. 

The Texas Civil Rights Project reports Doreen Anderson, daughter of executed 
inmate Michael Richard, who was put to death last fall, has intervened in a 
federal lawsuit charging Court of Criminal Appeals presiding Judge Sharon 
Keller with violating Richard’s constitutional rights by refusing to accept his 
last-minute appeal only because it was filed shortly after 5pm, the court’s 
arbitrary closing time set that day by Keller, without consultation with the 
other judges. Like her stepmother, Richard’s widow, Marsha Richard, Ander- 
son claims Keller violated her father's civil rights to due process and equal 
protection by refusing to let Richard’s attorneys file an appeal that would stay 
his execution. The attorneys had computer problems and asked the CCA 
clerk's office to remain open for 20 minutes on Sept. 25, in order to give 
them a chance to file the appeal; Keller denied the request even though she 
was not the judge assigned to handle Richard's case. Richard was executed 
that night.

U.S. Attorney General 
Michael B. Mukasey will 
proceed with a criminal 
investigation, to be conduct- 
ed by the FBI, into the 
destruction of video- 
tapes of detainee inter- 
rogations by CIA person- 
nel, the Department of 
Justice announced Jan. 2. 
“Following a preliminary 
inquiry ... the department’s 
National Security Division 
has recommended, and I 
have concluded, that there 


is a basis for initiating a 

criminal investigation of this matter,” Mukasey stated in a DOJ press release. 
The NSD and the CIA Office of Inspector General opened the inquiry on Dec. 
8, after CIA Director Michael Hayden admitted that videotapes had been 
destroyed. During the inquiry, the government argued that destruction of the 
tapes did not have to do with the treatment of Guantanamo Bay detainees, 
while lawyers for 11 Yemeni Guantanamo prisoners sought to establish a link 
between the two. U.S. Attorney Chuck Rosenberg of the Eastern District of 
Virginia, where CIA headquarters is located, has been removed from the 
investigation “in an abundance of caution" to avoid the appearance of a con- 
flict of interest, according to DOJ announcements. John Durham, first assis- 
tant U.S. attorney in the District of Connecticut office, will supervise the FBI 
investigation. - Patricia J. Ruland 

Indigenous communities along the U.S.-Mexico border are banding together 
to halt a U.S. Department of Homeland Security landgrab of private prop- 
erty. On Jan. 7, a coalition of property owners, legal representatives, and 
Native American and border community leaders from across the country con- 
ducted a national phone media conference announcing their intentions to 
build a wall of their own - a legal barrier to DHS’ plan to seize private lands, 
through eminent domain powers, to build a border security wall. “Our lands 
are not for sale. The U.S. government must stop its illegal attempts to intimi- 
date us. DHS cannot take away our homes for border militarization,” said 
Eloisa Tamez, a member of the Lipan Apache people and Basque-lbero of the 
Lower Rio Grande region, in a press release, which notes that the conference 
coincided with the expiration of 30-day notices to cooperate with the feds, or 
else. Property owners were informed that if they do not voluntarily allow fed- 
eral agents access, the government will file suit. Native Americans have 
resided for centuries on lands succumbing to seizure - the wall has already 
led to the bulldozing of ceremonial grounds in Arizona. “We the people of the 
Texas border will not allow that to happen here," said Border Ambassadors' 
Jay J. Johnson-Castro Sr., in an e-mail. - P.J.R. 
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from Arizona, so do you want to go out 
there?” I said, “Sure, you paying for it?” It 
was the last couple [of] weeks [before] the 
Republican primary in the Glendale/Phoenix 
area, [and I went there to do] work [related 
to] the [federal] Hinchey-Rohrabacher 
[medical-marijuana] amendment. Then 
they hired me to go up to Flagstaff, [Ariz. ,] 
to work on a congressional seat up there 
during the general election. [After that,] 
with a couple of people from MPf? I started 
on this. 

R/W: How did that come about? 

MT: Steve Fox was the director of govern- 
ment relations at MPP He hired me on to do 
the Arizona work. He [and Aaron Houston, 
who took over Fox's job at MPP] always had 
the idea for this “SAFER” stuff. Steve, pri- 
marily, was interested in the message that 
marijuana is safer than alcohol. My personal 
experience told me this was true. 

R/W: What was your experience? 

MT: What started it all was that in high school 
I was a borderline alcoholic - I was drinking 
too much; I [once] had gotten alcohol poison- 
ing and had to have my stomach pumped. 

I’ve done a lot of drinking since then - I 
pledged a fraternity in college - [but I never 
got in trouble for, or was warned about drink- 
ing]. They tell you, “Don't do drugs!” And they 
tell you some, “Don’t drink and drive," but 
they don’t tell you a lot of that. 

[Then, in college,] I was subject to a mul- 
tijurisdictional grand jury related to 
marijuana use - not even pot sales or dis- 
tribution but the culture of pot. They said, 
“We heard you use marijuana.” Richmond is 
the midpoint of 1-95 between Miami and 
New York, and someone must’ve been bust- 
ed [moving pot up the corridor]. As I was 
finishing up finals ... for the year, they 
called me in: They asked me, “Who do you 
use marijuana with?” I said, “All the other 
guys you’ve called in here.” “Where do you 
get it?” [they asked.] I said, “I don’t know, 
some guy downtown named Bird.” “Where 
do you use it?” “My dorm room.” “Where 
else?” [they asked.] I had some friends who 
were seniors and moving out, so I said I 
used it at their place. 

R/W: Wow. That’s crazy. 

MT: I thought it was crazy. It is obvious to 
any rational person that it doesn’t make 
any sense: There’s a ridiculous amount of 
drinking going on, and they don’t ask any- 
thing about that. [But] if they even think 
that you smoke marijuana, then everyone 
from the campus police on up to the feder- 
al government is interested. 

Drug education is based on penalties, not 
on [information about or risks associated 
with use of the] drug itself. Many people I 
know didn’t use marijuana [only] because of 
the consequences. They drank because they 
knew they wouldn’t get in any trouble. 

R/W: So how did you end up in Colorado 
with SAFER? 

MT: [Aaron Houston] was very active [in 
Colorado], and he’d developed a plan to go 
to CU and CSU [with the goal of passing 
alcohol-marijuana equalization measures]. 
So he hired me to come along, and MPP 
gave us a half-grant to see if it would 
be successful. 

R/W: And you were - both measures passed. 
Were you pleased? 

MT: More or less. There were still more than 
1,000 CU ... students that said, “No, we

Q&A With SAFER's Mason Tvert

In 2004, Mason Tvert graduated from the 

University of Richmond and was looking 
for a job. The 25-year-old Arizona native 
wanted to work in public policy but had no 
idea where he’d end up working - and he 
certainly didn’t imagine that less than a year 
later he’d be front-and-center in the burgeon- 
ing alcohol-marijuana equalization move- 
ment, striving to change public attitude 
regarding responsible marijuana use by 
adults and working to decriminalize private 
pot use by adults - bringing pot-use penal- 
ties in line with those associated with alco- 
hol use. But that’s exactly where he is. As 
executive director for the Denver-based 
group Safer Alternative for Enjoyable 
Recreation, Tvert has blazed a trail through 
Colorado - directing successful equalization 
initiatives at the University of Colorado in 
Boulder, Colo., and at Colorado State 
University (parity policies have now passed 
at a handful of other schools, including the 


University of Texas); spearheading two suc- 
cessful initiatives in Denver, in 2006 making 
possession of up to 1 ounce of pot by 
adults legal and last year designating pot- 
law enforcement the city’s lowest priority for 
police; and dogging a statewide equalization 
initiative in 2006 that - despite gruff opposi- 
tion (including from the feds), earned an 
impressive 41% of the vote. Last month, 
Reefer Madness caught up with Tvert in 
Denver for a drink (at the Wynkoop Brewing 
Co., founded by Denver Mayor John 
Hickenlooper - with whom Tvert and his 
colleagues have had their “moments") and a 
chat about SAFER’s successes and the 
meaning of pot-law parity. 

Reefer Madness: How did you become 
involved in pot-policy work? 

Mason Tvert: [After graduation] I was try- 
ing to get a job going in D.C. I applied for 
everything from Planned Parenthood to dif- 
ferent policy think tanks to the Marijuana 
Policy Project. [MPP] said, “I see you’re 


should keep marijuana [penalties] worse 
than alcohol" - and that’s sort of scary. 
Some 4,000 said yes, but still, it just goes 
to show why there’s a need for this [move- 
ment], I’m not gay, but I vote for laws to 
make things more fair for gay people; I’ve 
never had an abortion, nor have I had a girl- 
friend who’s had an abortion, but I still vote 
for the right for a woman to choose [her 
reproductive future], [So] why is it that when 
it comes to marijuana, we create these ste- 
reotypes? That [marijuana use] is only about 
hippies or rebellious counterculture? That’s 
what we’re trying to change. It is a recre- 
ational drug that responsible adults use. 
That’s the problem for me and for this move- 
ment - the rhetoric that [pot use] is ... bad. 
The argument has been, “This is a bad 
thing, but [policing pot] is a waste of law- 
enforcement resources.” This is what needs 
to change: Pot is not so bad - it is less 
harmful than alcohol - and that’s why the 
law needs to change. 

R/W: With success at CU and CSU, you moved 
on to Denver. How did that happen? 

MT: It was go to other colleges or go munici- 
pal, to Denver - basically it was go broad or 
deep. If you do it citywide, [we thought] it 
probably wouldn’t pass, but it would get a 
lot of attention if we did a good job. But 
Denver is just a pretty good city, [and it 
passed first time out]. 

R/W: But not everyone was pleased, I guess, 
including Mayor Hickenlooper? 

MT: He certainly likes to talk this whole pro- 
gressive game, but he’s not [progressive] 
when it comes to this issue. [He says there 
are] more important issues, and he cares 
about those issues. 

R/W: That may be, but then why would he even 
mention being opposed to it? It seems to me 
he made it a bigger deal by actually coming 
out against it. 

MT: He said in the newspaper that he didn’t 
support it ... [but] he didn’t make a big 
deal out of it; we did. Still, in January 2007, 
[we found that there were] more arrests in 
2006 than in 2005. Hickenlooper was run- 
ning for re-election, and so ... that’s how 
“Chickenlooper” started: He was running 
and hiding from our questions [about how 
the initiative was being implemented]. 

R/W: So at that point the initiative was really in 
name only? 

MT: Yeah. So in May [2007], we launched 
the “lowest-priority” initiative [and were suc- 
cessful in getting voters to approve language 
directing the city to make adult pot-posses- 
sion enforcement the lowest of policing pri- 
orities]. And, by the way, there’s news [on 
this] today that will probably make the 
papers ... that Hickenlooper appointed the 
11-member panel ... basically to study and 
review the issue - officially [under the new 
law] they’re charged with implementing [the 
iowest-priority initiative] to the greatest 
extent possible. 

R/W: What would you like to see come out of 
that process? 

MT: I’d like to see an official policy, like one 
adopted in Missoula, Montana, directing law 
enforcement - on paper - to make this their 
lowest priority. That’d be a good first step - 
for the police, that means no longer issuing 
any citation [to adults for minor posses- 
sion]. [We want to] make sure that’s going 
on; at this time, we definitely don’t know 
that it is. ■ 
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What's Next for RG4N and Northcross? 


In the aftermath of the courtroom defeat by 
Responsible Growth for Northcross, the only 
thing anyone seems to be sure about is uncer- 
tainty. As of last week, RG4N’s leaders had yet 
to settle on a future strategy in their fight to 
stop the construction of the Wal-Mart 
Supercenter at the former Northcross Mall, 
and they were scratching their heads over what 
they describe as Judge Orlinda Naranjo’s 
inscrutable Dec. 21 decision, in which the judge 
addressed RG4N’s objections only in part. 

“At this point, we’re kind of getting every- 
body regrouped from the holidays, and our 
board and steering committee have been 
meeting to try to chart out a course,” said 
RG4N President Hope Morrison. “I talked 
today with one of the attorneys, and we’ll be 
having some more discussions over the next 
few days while we get ready for our January 
11 meeting, and then at that meeting, we’ll 
outline where we see ourselves headed. We 
don’t have everything entirely nailed down. 
There were a lot of different things for us to 
look at and think through." 

The meeting to which she refers is a town- 
hall meeting Friday night in Wozniak Flail at 
St. Louis Catholic Church, 7601 Burnet 
Rd., at 7pm. RG4N attorney Doug Young will 
answer questions about the lawsuit, followed 
by a discussion of whether to appeal and 
what other actions might be taken to block 


pointed. She paid a lot of attention to the 
garden center ... but that was, in a three-day 
trial, well under half of the time that we 
spent [in our arguments]. ... So for that to 
be the only one that got an explanation was 
surprising and disappointing to me. You 
never want to lose, but it’s nice to see what 
the reasoning is, and it’s nice to know that 
you’ve gotten a fair shot and that some- 
body's listened to what you’ve said and they 
really thought about it. With the garden cen- 
ter, we disagree, but at least we saw what 
she was thinking. But the other three, 
there’s just no telling. Even the city’s experts 
agree that there was noncompliance on 
some of those other issues, and for it to not 
even be addressed - as a layperson, I found 
that very surprising, and I think even our 
attorneys found that a little bit dismaying.” 
One attorney who wasn’t baffled by the 
brevity of the decision was Casey Dobson 
of Scott, Douglass & McConnico, the city’s 
outside counsel on the case. “Judge 
Naranjo wasn’t obligated to do anything 
other than write us a letter and say, ‘I 
intend to enter judgment in favor of the 
plaintiff or the defendants.’ It’s up to Judge 
Naranjo, if she wishes, in a letter like that, 
to more specifically address anything. 
Sometimes judges will; sometimes judges 
won’t. ... It was unsurprising to me.”

the Wal-Mart proposed by Lincoln Property 
Co. for the former Northcross Mall property. 

In RG4N’s November court case, the group 
alleged city staff had not followed city code in 
approving Lincoln’s site plan for the property. 
The charges focused on drainage and traffic 
engineering, tree preservation, and whether 
the Wal-Mart’s garden center was properly 
classified as an “accessory use” (which may 
be administratively approved by staff, which 
staff did) or a “conditional use” (as RG4N 
contends, which would require public hear- 
ings). In December, Naranjo ruled in the city’s 
favor but addressed only the garden-center 
arguments in her statement to the attorneys. 

“Obviously, the verdict is not what we’d 
hoped for,” Morrison said. “I was real disap- 


Dobson was complimentary of RG4N lawyers 
but said, “To me, the overarching flaw in what 
RG4N was trying to say was they were trying

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The March Primaries and After The filing report 


After 29 days, only four Travis Co. Republicans had filed 
for the March 4 primaries, all for county-level offices. But in 
a flurry of last-minute filings before the Jan. 2 deadline, 10 
more potential candidates - including five for state repre- 
sentative - have entered the fray to take on the Democratic 
county dominance. 

First facing off in a GOP primary, physician Joseph 
Donnelly and insurance agent Pamela Waggoner will vie to 
take District 48 back from freshman Dem Donna Howard. 
Financial adviser Jerry J. Mikus is back to go after Mark 
Strama in District 50, having mounted an unsuccessful 
2002 primary run for the seat, while in District 49, Elliott 
Naishtat will face business consultant Jim Flasik. Of the 
six Travis Co. incumbent Democrat state reps, only two - 
Dawnna Dukes in District 46 and Eddie Rodriguez in 
District 51 - avoided a Republican challenge. Dukes does 
face a primary run by lawyer Brian Thompson, while 
Rodriguez is opposed by Libertarian Jerry Chandler. 

And there’s one vaguely familiar name on the GOP tick- 
et: Donna Keel, looking to oust freshman rep Valinda 
Bolton from District 47. If the name rings a bell, that's 
because she’s the sister-in-law of Bolton’s five-term prede- 
cessor, now turned-parliamentarian to Speaker Tom 
Craddick, Terry Keel. If she won, she’d be the third Keel 
in the seat since her mother-in-law Patty briefly held it 
after a 1996 special election. Patty assumed the seat 
from Susan Combs who, as state comptroller, is now 
Donna’s boss in her day job as a government auditor. 
Asked whether being called “Keel" might affect her run, 
husband and campaign manager Thornton Keel said, “It 
can’t hurt.” But the Keel name is not the unstoppable 
force in Travis Co. politics it once was, and the recently 
close Keel association with Craddick may instead evoke a 
Democratic backlash. “I doubt it will have an effect on the 
ballot,” said Travis Co. Democratic Party Chair Chris 
Elliott. “The last Keel that was on the ballot, [Precinct 3 
Constable] Richard McCain [defeated] comfortably." That 
Keel was Thornton in 2004, the same election in which 
third Keel brother - Patrick - then 345th District judge, 
was trounced by Democrat Stephen Yelenosky. 

Not that Bolton isn’t also trying to keep government in 
the family: FHer husband, Andy Hathcock, is jockeying with 
Rhonda Flurley and Robert Ettinger to replace Judge W. 
Jeanne Meurer in the 98th District Court. Meurer had sug- 
gested she might run to replace outgoing Travis Co. 

District Attorney Ronnie Earle, but her decision not to file 
leaves the seat open for the winner of the Democratic pri- 
mary among current Earle staff members Mindy Montford, 
Rick Reed, and Rosemary Lehmberg, as well as former 
assistant DA Gary Cobb. 


Further down the ballot, last-minute candidate Don 
Zimmerman - president of Northwest Austin Municipal 
Utility District No. 1 (Canyon Creek) and currently a promi- 
nent Ron Paul booster - signed up to run as the GOP candi- 
date for tax assessor-collector, meaning he'll face the winner 
of the already brutal Nelda Wells Spears/Glen Maxey 
Democratic primary. Zimmerman’s probably glad to avoid a 
primary, since he lost the GOP slot to general election loser 
Jeff Fleece by seven points when he hoped to take on 
Strama in 2006. 

It’s not only Republicans targeting the bluest Texas 
county: Eight Libertarians have filed for county-level 
seats in Travis, more than for Williamson and Fiarris coun- 
ties combined. Flowever, they could indirectly turn it a 
deeper shade of blue, with Libertarian Party of Texas 
challengers for two GOP incumbents - peeling away con- 
servative votes and potentially leaving the incumbents 
more vulnerable to Democrats. In fact, that’s the explicit 
intent. “My personal aim is that I want to wipe the 
Republicans off the Travis County map,” said Executive 
Director Wes Benedict. 

Both targeted GOPers face crowded fields. Precinct 2 
Constable Bob Vann faces a primary run from Carl Joiner, 
who challenged him in 2004. If he survives that, he may be 
further weakened by Libertarian Arlo Pignotti in the general 
election, when he faces either Deputy Constable Adan 
Ballesteros or IT support engineer Paul LaBuda as the 
Democrats’ candidate. 

Benedict himself is running against Precinct 3 County 
Commissioner, Republican Gerald Daugherty, and plans to 
attack him over his backing of toll roads and the commuter 
rail. “That’s two things a real conservative would never sup- 
port,” said Benedict, “and I'm going to get him for that.” 
Benedict has his own primary to win first (more precisely, 
Libertarian candidates are chosen in a spring nominating 
convention). Flowever, he’s not surprised by the challenge 
from Travis County Libertarian Party Executive Committee 
member Emily Cowan. “I asked her to file," he said. “More 
candidates and campaigning for a nomination, get the 
issues out there." 

Daugherty will also face the winner of the Dem primary, 
Karen Huber or Albert Gonzales, and independent can- 
didate and Austin public-access TV producer David 
Griffin. Although Griffin is registered as an independent, 
“If anyone asks me, I’m a Green Party member,” he said. 
With the Green Party of Texas uncertain whether it will 
have ballot access, Griffin decided to run as an indepen- 
dent. “That’ll make things harder," he said, "But I’ll still be 
running on the same issues - that the county is spending 
too much money.” - Richard Whittaker

EARLE ENDORSES LEHMBERG ... MINUS LEHMBERG 



Retiring District Attorney Ronnie Earle announces 
his support for his chief assistant, Rosemary 
Lehmberg, in the election to replace him. 


Saying he is “pleased and proud" his office 
has “produced so many fine candidates,” 
Travis Co. District Attorney Ronnie Earle 
announced Jan. 7 that he is endorsing his 
longtime first assistant, Rosemary 
Lehmberg, as the candidate to replace him 
as the county’s top law enforcer. Amid a gag- 
gle of reporters and photographers, court- 
house regulars, and other candidates for local 
(and national) office, Earle said he believes 
Lehmberg, who has been his right-hand 
woman for a decade, is the single most quali- 
fied person to take over the post he’s held 
since 1977. Lehmberg has “risen” to top 
leadership in the DA's office “precisely 
because of her leadership qualities,” he said. 
She “brings people together" and “ensures 
an open discussion and debate in the spirit 
of seeing that justice is done,” he said, add- 
ing that Lehmberg has played a “greater role 
in the success of the Travis County DA’s office 
than any other single person.” 


In all, four assistant DAs from Earle's 
office - Lehmberg, Gary Cobb, Rick Reed, 
and Mindy Montford - have filed as 
Democrats to run for the post. (Since no 
Republican candidates filed to run for the 
spot, the winner of the March Dem primary 
race will be the presumptive winner of the 
November general election.) All are fine can- 
didates, Earle acknowledged - “We don’t 
have anything but good lawyers and good 
people,” he said - but in the end he 
believes electing Lehmberg to the post 
“would ... best serve the interests of the 
community.” During her 31-year tenure with 
the DA’s office, Lehmberg has overseen 
each of the office’s major divisions - includ- 
ing service as chief of the trial division, the 
public integrity unit, and as the first head of 
the family justice division. 

Surprisingly, Lehmberg herself was not 
present at the midmorning press conference 
outside the courthouse. She said she was 


out doing “other campaign activities” but that 
she’s “really happy” and “really honored" to 
have Earle’s endorsement. In the universe of 
Travis Co. Dem pols, Earle is, arguably, the 
rock star - the local pol with a national repu- 
tation and statewide influence - so Lehmberg 
missed a perfect opportunity to be anointed 
by the one person whose endorsement likely 
will count most in the race. Lehmberg said it 
was “Ronnie’s press conference” and not 
hers. With other appointments to keep, she 
said, “There was never any question that I 
should be there.” 

Earle did not say whether he would actively 
campaign on Lehmberg’s behalf but said he is 
certain the four candidates for his job will 
engage in a lively debate on the issues and 
will avoid personal attacks: They’ll campaign 
“in the spirit of respect for democracy and 
the rule of law,” he said. “I think that will be 
characteristic of [this] campaign.”

KXAN Vs. Cable 

A retransmission fees fight 

The dispute between NBC affiliate KXAN and a Williamson Co. cable sys- 
tem escalated last week, when Suddenlink replaced KXAN on the dial with 
the NBC station based in Temple. 

KXAN owner LIN TV and Suddenlink, which operates cable systems around 
the country, have been locked in negotiations over retransmission fees - the 
fees paid by the cable system to carry stations. Suddenlink is battling LIN in 
Albuquerque, as well as its system in Williamson County, which covers about 
30,000 subscribers in Georgetown, Pflugerville, and Leander. 

While disputes between stations and cable operators are common, ten- 
sions have escalated in recent years, as revenue-hungry stations and chan- 
nels like ESPN and the NFL Network push for larger payments from cable 
systems. Stations like KXAN could invoke a “must carry” provision, which 
requires cable systems to transmit local channels, but stations prefer to 
work out compensation deals. 

“This is not groundbreaking compensation we’re asking for,” said KXAN 
General Manager Eric Lassberg, adding that cable systems around the 
country have agreed to similar terms (details of retransmission deals are 
closely guarded secrets). 

By replacing KXAN with the Temple station, KCEN, Suddenlink played its 
trump card, offering its customers NBC programming without KXAN or its 
local news. LIN fired back this week, offering cable subscribers a $50 prepaid 
MasterCard for switching to Dish Network, the satellite service that still car- 
ries KXAN. LIN said in a statement that Suddenlink “has made it clear that it 
does not value or understand the importance of local stations." - Kevin Brass 


MARCH 4 IS A LONG TIME 

“I think this will end at midnight on the West Coast on February 
5,” Sen. Hillary Clinton told MSNBC’s Joe Scarborough and 
Mika Brzezinski about the Democratic presidential nomination 
Tuesday morning. Now that’s just one candidate, but after five 
decades of primary power and three presidents, Texas and its 
March 4 primaries may be a presidential-race irrelevancy. 

It’s not just Super Tuesday. Back when the pivotal date was in mid- 
March, Texas was an original Super Tuesday state. But now, with 
2,249 of the Democrats’ 3,248 pledged delegates settled by Clinton’s 
cutoff, swelling to 2,488 by March 4, those 228 Lone Star Democratic 
delegates could be moot. 

On the Republican front, 

1,616 of the 2,345 dele- 
gate votes will be sorted. 

And where are the candi- 
dates? GOP Rep. Ron Paul is the sole and unlikely national candidate 
from Texas for either party, in a year when Democrats seem resurgent 
on state and national stages, it’s a poor comparison to 1976, when 
U.S. Sen. Lloyd Bentsen was a primary hopeful and Rep. Barbara 
Jordan a serious contender for the vice presidency. Even Texas 
endorsements are ailing, with Rick Perry’s fave, Rudy Giuliani, implod- 
ing as fast as Attorney General Greg Abbott’s pick, Fred Thompson. 
Will a future president be looking to Texas at all? - Richard Whittaker

So it turns out Gov. Goodhair and the other mem- 
bers of the State Preservation Board don’t really 
view Capital Metro bus riders as a terrorist threat. 
Rather, the board’s reason for wanting to remove what 
might be the busiest bus stop in all of Austin from the 
south side of the Capitol grounds (see “Taking the 
Capitol Out of Capital Metro,” Jan. 4) is that it inter- 
feres with the traffic engineering of the board’s planned 
“security upgrades,” which still makes it no less of a 
pain in the ass to Cap Metro and the approximately 
1,400 people each weekday who board a bus there. 
(The State Preservation Board is the caretaking body 
for the Capitol building and its surrounding grounds.) 

Governor’s office spokeswoman Allison Castle 
explained that the new security plans call for all vehi- 
cles to enter Capitol grounds from 15th Street and exit 
to the south on 11th. The upgrades will include retract- 
able bollards at both entry and exit, which will be tied 
in to the city's traffic signal system. 

“If there are buses stacked up there or trying to turn 
there [and thus blocking the 11th Street exit], they 
need to not have the concern for the safety of the bus 
riders or the people exiting the Capitol grounds,” Castle 
explained. “Once those bollards go back up, the cars 
need to be moved through.” 

One imagines Capital Metro route planners are royal- 
ly pissed at having to re-engineer what is the hub for 
nearly the entire system - 27 different routes directly 
use the stop, and another 20 pass near enough to 
make it a transfer point for them - but Cap Metro 
spokesman Adam Shaivitz chose more polite ways to 


say it. “It is going to be a significant task to look for 
alternatives,” he said matter-of-factly. “The priority is to 
come up with a plan that causes as little disruption as 
possible to passengers. Obviously it’s a very highly 
used facility; in fact, it’s our busiest stop Downtown 
and one of the busiest in our entire system.” 

Asked if there is any anger at the transit agency at 
having the change thrust upon it, Shaivitz was rather 
Zen about the situation: “Our facility is on state proper- 
ty, so certainly we don’t want to stand in the way of 
state security efforts, but certainly we feel for our cus- 
tomers, because we don’t want to have to disrupt their 
service. ... Since it is the state’s property, we are cer- 
tainly going to work with the state as well [as] the city 
to do what we need to do to honor the state’s request.” 
Might Austin's legislative delegation enter this fray on 
behalf of bus riders? “I expressed concern about where 
the people who use that bus stop would be able to 
access Capital Metro buses, and my office is working 
with both Capital Metro and the State Board of 
Preservation to ensure that Capital Metro riders who 
use that bus stop are not inconvenienced too badly,” 
said state Rep. Elliott Naishtat, who said he played a 
role in getting shelters put over the stop’s benches. 
Naishtat sounded dubious of the necessity of the move: 
“I’m not aware of the need for enhancing security on 
and around the Capitol grounds. ... I’m not saying that 
security measures don’t need to be enhanced or beefed 
up; I’m just not aware of why at this time measures are 
on the verge of being instituted which will clearly incon- 
venience Capital Metro riders.” - Lee Nichols

BATPAC Begins 


Taking wing at City Hall this week was a new 
political action committee - the zippily named 
Better Austin Today PAC - intent on influenc- 
ing the May City Council elections. The pro- 
gressive coalition says it demands “a respon- 
sive, inclusive city government that will com- 
prehensively address the critical issues facing 
Austin.” One concrete solution members 
called for: a new city comprehensive plan for 
better managing development and growth. 

The BATPAC plans to issue endorsements of 
council candidates who share its vision for 
Austin and who pledge to make city processes 
more inclusive. “Austin’s informed and involved 
citizens are its best resource,” said environ- 
mental activist Roy Waley. Other BATPAC rally- 
ing cries: “We’ve been 
left out of the pro- 
cess,” “The process is 
broken,” and “City Hall 
has lost its way.” 

The current negative 
sentiments fueling the 
group include the polit- 
ical fallout from the fight over IMorthcross, 
poorly implemented neighborhood plans, and 
the lack of an effective comprehensive plan- 
ning process. Many BATPACers became disil- 
lusioned with council due to neighborhood 
zoning and development battles; the group is 
particularly rich with Responsible Growth 
for Northcross members. “I’ve worked with 
over 200 city councils, and our current Austin 
City Council has strayed further from good 
principles of planning and zoning than any 
I've seen,” said Jim Duncan, a municipal- 
planning consultant. 

Fed up with what it calls “insider” atti- 
tudes at City Hall, the BATPAC wants to 


throw the bums out. “We realized you can’t 
have an impact on the policy process if you 
don’t have an impact on the political pro- 
cess,” said RG4N’s Hope Morrison. Joining 
fresh-faced enthusiasts such as Morrison 
and David Kobierowski at City Hall on 
Tuesday were many old-guard Austin activ- 
ists: Jeff Jack, Brigid Shea, Mary Arnold, Bill 
Bunch, Daniel Llanes, Susana Almanza, 
Richard Franklin, Fred Lewis, Marcelo Tafoya, 
and a couple dozen more. 

At its inception, the BATPAC is long on 
rhetoric and idealism - and short on specif- 
ic improvements to champion. Kobierowski 
said the group hopes to define quickly its 
common positions; in the meantime, the 

press conference fea- 
tured the requisite 
finger-pointing at evil 
developers and mon- 
eyed interests and 
soft-focus idealiza- 
tion of the post-1992 
“green” councils that 
followed the enactment of the original Save 
Our Springs Ordinance - and which many 
of those present have spent the last 
decade excoriating. 

Afterward, Council Member Mike Martinez 
said, “I look forward to working with this 
group, because they’re going to challenge 
us.” In turn, he challenged the group to 
define what BATPAC is for - not against. And 
he offered a little free political advice: Focus 
on a small number of specific goals. “If suc- 
cess [for the PAC] is me doing everything all 
of their members want, on every issue - well, 
it’s going to be hard going.”

Partial Nekkidness & the New 'Nudity' Tax 


On June 2, 1986, back when they per- 
formed wearing nothing more than a strategi- 
cally placed sport sock, the Red Hot Chili 
Peppers played the T-Bird Riverfest in 
Austin. If they were to play that gig in 2008, 
the sock-only attire would mean the promot- 
ers would have to phone the state comp- 
troller to see if they owed $5 in fees for 
every concertgoer. 

Such performances are falling into what 
R.J. DeSilva, spokesman for the comptrol- 
ler, called a “gray area," where businesses 
may have been liable for the new fee on sex- 
ually oriented businesses since the begin- 
ning of the year. On Jan. 4, the comptroller 
published its enforcement guidelines for the 
fee: On p.65 of the latest 357-page edition 
of the Texas Register and described in the 
table of contents only as “Tax Administration 
34 TAC §3.722,” these are the rules that 
show taxpayers and tax collectors who must 
pay. As introduced under House Bill 1751 
last session, the fee was only supposed to 
affect the state’s 168 strip clubs. But these 
guidelines confirm the state may potentially 
collect from any venue that allows drinking 
and has performers with clothing not suffi- 
ciently opaque around the breasts, buttocks, 
or genitals, such as burlesques or experi- 
mental theatres. 


The guidelines clarify collection and 
reporting methods but do little to reduce 
concerns over how broadly they could be 
applied. They give one specific example: If a 
bar held a wet T-shirt contest, the venue 
would be liable for the surcharge for that 
night. There wouldn’t have to be nudity, just 
a see-through top. But before the rules were 
published, tax policy division manager 
Bryant Lomax was asked whether a theatri- 
cal or musical performance with nudity 
would be liable for the surcharge and said, 

“I have to say they would.” 

The rules would not apply in the case of a 
“wardrobe malfunction,” and DeSilva said 
that, while he cannot cite specific examples, 
he believes there would be some business- 
es not covered. “In any tax issues, there are 
gray areas,” he said. If a venue is unsure 
whether it would be liable, it should contact 
the tax policy division in advance. He 
encouraged public feedback during the 30- 
day consultation exercise, which ends Feb. 

3, even though businesses may find that 
they’ve already been liable since Jan. 1. 
DeSilva did throw out one lifeline, however: 

A venue has to have both nudity and alcohol 
to pay up. So if you’re showing nipples, 
close the bar, and make sure no one is 
packing a hip flask. - Richard Whittaker

Child Sexual Assault 
& the Death Penalty 

The U.S. Supreme Court said on Jan. 4 
that it would hear the appeal of a Louisiana 
man condemned to die for the rape of his 8- 
year-old stepdaughter. The Supremes will be 
asked to decide whether the Eighth 
Amendment’s ban on cruel and unusual 
punishment allows for the imposition of the 
death penalty as punishment for a crime 
that does not involve taking the life of 
another. Louisiana is one of five states - 
including Texas - that has decided the death 
penalty can be imposed for the crime of 
sexually assaulting a child, even if the 
child is not killed. So far, Louisiana is the 
only state that has actually imposed death 
in such circumstances. “Since children can- 
not protect themselves, the state is given 
the responsibility to protect them," a divided 
Louisiana Supreme Court ruled in upholding 
the state law. The court majority opined they 
could not think of a “non-homicide crime 
more deserving” of death. 

The case, Kennedy v. Louisiana, will like- 
ly be heard in April. Jelpi Picou Jr., an attor- 
ney for condemned inmate Patrick 
Kennedy, said in a press statement that 
while “the vast majority of the world’s devel- 
oped countries have moved toward narrowing 
the use of capital punishment ... Louisiana 
has chosen to expand it significantly.” 

Indeed, this was the view of the Supreme 
Court in 1977, which opined execution was 
an “excessive penalty” for rapists, “who, as 
such, [do] not take human life.” The decision 
to add child sex assault to the list of death- 
eligible crimes is frowned upon by several 
influential groups, including the National 
Association of Social Workers, which 
argue such a law does not protect children - 
and an offender who knows he or she could 
face execution regardless of whether his or 
her victim lives has little motivation to spare 
the victim’s life. The law, the group says, 

“will likely have exactly the wrong effect.”

FIRST NIGHT 

A WORK IN PROGRESS 

First Night Austin, in its third incarnation on 
New Year’s Eve, continues to evolve as a show- 
case for a broad cross section of Austin’s cul- 
tural-arts community. The event is striking in its 
proportions: Across its nine hours, it showcased 
site-specific work of 63 Austin artists in a foot- 
print that encompassed City Hall and the build- 
ings around it, as well as Congress Avenue and 
Auditorium Shores. 

Artist Rebecca Ward's Roll-On/Roll Off instal- 
lation at the Computer Sciences Corp. Garage 
was one of the more striking installations. 3M 
provided $21,000 worth of colored vinyl, which 
Ward, atop a cherry-picker crane, wrapped, 
dropped, and stretched from the ceiling to the 
loading dock to the beams of the garage, creat- 
ing a mazelike structure. 

This is not the kind of art intended for an 
audience with some kind of obscure back- 
ground in the arts, said production coordinator Elysia Van Deusen. 
“This is intended for an artist to create work that the audience 
might not otherwise see,” she said. “It’s a way to reach out and be 
able to make the arts visible in Austin in a way that is fun and suit- 
able for children. This isn’t esoteric works for people who have a 


background in art. These are artists who create 
something fun that people can enjoy.” 

So while the evening included the work of art- 
ists like Ward, it also included an 8-foot-tall black- 
eyed pea, Asylum Street Spankers, and an 
installation of 1,000 suspended flashlights by 
Legge Lewis Legge called Ultimate Pulse. During 
the late evening, musicians Steve Bernal and 
Loren Dent performed the commissioned work 
“Dreams and Concrete” in the City Hall lobby. The 
work, a combination of cello and electronic music, 
was inspired by City Hall. 

First Night celebrations began in Boston in 
1976 as the culmination of the city’s bicentennial 
celebration. Today, more than 100 cities host the 
family-friendly alcohol-free event. Interim Executive 
Director Patricia Paredes said Austin's event is 
unique in the fact that it is essentially a cultural- 
arts present given to Austinites. “We're one of the 
few cities that offers this as a free gift to the 
community,” Paredes said. “There’s no charge for 
admittance to the event. It’s our goal to create a 
family-friendly idealistic gift to Austin, because we 
are an artistic community, and we have a lot of emerging and estab- 
lished artists who want to give something back.” 

Austin’s First Night worked on a $350,000 budget this year. The 
city, one of the celebration's more generous sponsors, contributed 
$44,000. Attendance was estimated at 125,000. - Kimberly Reeves

THE HIGHTOWER REPORT

THE LUXURY OF CHINESE LABOR 

Officials in China have had some trouble 
making translations from Chinese to English. 
For example, a sign to alert visitors about a 
wet floor in a mall came out this way: “The 
slippery are very crafty." 

You might want to keep that thought in 
mind if you’re buying certain luxury goods. For 
example, high-dollar leather handbags and 
shoes, silk ties and scarves, designer suits 
and such are being marketed as the exqui- 
site products of traditional artisans employed 
by small European firms. They carry the pres- 
tigious names of Prada, Louis Vuitton, and 
Gucci - and they carry matching prices. 

But European reporter Dana Thomas reveals 
the crafty can, indeed, be very slippery. Many of 
these brand names are no longer proud family 
enterprises but rather conglomerate-owned mul- 
tinational outfits, producing their goods not by 
expert artisans but on assembly lines staffed 
by low-wage workers in places like China. 

So, where’s that requisite “Made in China” 
label? Some slippery conglomerates hide it in 
an inside pocket of the produce. Some of the 
crafty ones have 90% of the product made in 
China, then add a few baubles or buttons in 
Italy and label the whole thing “Made in Italy." 
Others simply rip out the product's China 
label and add a European one. 

Slipperiest of all, though, are some who 
are making leather goods in the historic 
craftsman town of Prato, Italy. Italian artisans 
are not doing the crafting here - instead, in 
this center of Gucci and Prada, illegal 
Chinese laborers have been brought in to do 
the work. In fact, Prato now has the second- 
highest Chinese population in Europe, and 
many of the fashion factories producing luxu- 
ry items for brand-name conglomerates pay 
these workers as little as $3 an hour. 

These conglomerates are proving that “glo- 
balization” is just another word used to cover 
up exploitation, dishonesty, and greed. 


TAKING CARE OF 
THE SMITHSONIAN 

Our national attic is caving in. “America’s 
attic” is the unofficial name of the venera- 
ble Smithsonian Institution. This is the 150- 
year-old complex of museums on the 
National Mall that houses an amazing array 
of artifacts and other irreplaceable trea- 
sures that mark significant developments in 
our country’s rich history. It’s a priceless 
cultural jewel that is a favorite draw for fam- 
ilies visiting our capital city - 24 million 
people trekked through its public exhibits 
this year. 

You might assume a place that’s so impor- 
tant to our national identity and so popular 
with the people would be well taken care of. 
You'd be wrong. The president and the 
Congress, Democrats as well as Republicans, 
have failed us as caretakers. They have 
squandered hundreds of billions of our tax 
dollars on wars, weaponry, corporate subsi- 
dies, and boondoggles while turning a blind 
eye to the rising need for basic maintenance 
on America’s attic. 

As any homeowner knows, the failure 
to spend on repairs inevitably results in 
things like collapsing roofs, endangered 
collections, and closed buildings. The 
Smithsonian is now %2 x h billion behind 
on necessary upkeep. 

Yet, our so-called leaders are still turning 
their backs on this remarkable institution. 
Democrat Dianne Feinstein told Smithsonian 
officials at a recent Senate hearing that 
they're on their own: “I see no way that that 
two-and-a-half-billion-dollar shortfall is ever 
going to be picked up by the public sector," 
she said. 

Excuse me? The Smithsonian is the public 
sector, it belongs to the people, and it’s a 
public responsibility. Instead of forcing it to 
charge entrance fees, hustle corporate spon- 
sorships, or hold bake sales - cut a few cor- 
porate subsidies, senator; then do your duty 
to care for America’s attic. 
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Defining Districts: A new plan and code tailored by Downtown districts could best respond to each area's special features. This could protect 
and enhance a uniquely Austin character, match community values to locales, and build consensus for implementing the overall plan. 


The Downtown 
Austin Plan 

See it and shape it at Saturday's 
town-hall meeting

As Downtown grows and evolves, can the city’s urban heart 
become a great place that embodies the character of Austin? 

That core question informs the Downtown Austin Plan, com- 
missioned by the city and now being executed by the Austin 
office of ROMA Design Group. Early concepts and soft recom- 
mendations developed in Phase One (which stops at defining 
issues and opportunities) began a community review this week. 
A draft report received an enthusiastic reception at City Hall 
from council members, aides, and management staff; it was 
publicly unveiled on Wednesday, Jan. 9, at a joint meeting of 
the Planning, Design, and Downtown commissions. Now it’s 
the community’s turn to weigh in. 

On Saturday morning, Jan. 12, a town-hall meeting (see p.26) 
will provide an opportunity for Austinites to learn about the 
work and research done so far - including a new approach to 
affordable housing Downtown - and to shape Phase Two. After 
gathering broad input, ROMA will proceed next month with the 
actual plan, which will take approximately a year to develop in 
detail. The crucial corollary is that the new Downtown Austin 
Plan, once completed, will include a council-approved imple- 
mentation plan, to be enforced by city code. This commitment 
to execution and enforcement makes the urban design plan 
unlike any other in the history of Austin, according to its coun- 
cil sponsor, Brewster McCracken. 

A fundamental challenge will be to 
overcome the default cynicism with 
which many Austinites regard 
city-planning efforts. 

Because it will have real power and comes amid such growth 
pressures, this urban plan is particularly deserving of citizen 
attention and input. Its implementation will require not just 
city action but leadership and ongoing collaborative efforts from 
Austinites across the board - the business community, the activist 
community, single-interest advocates, the doers, and the contras. 

A fundamental challenge will be to overcome the default 
cynicism with which many Austinites regard city-planning 
efforts. A decade of neighborhood planning, without strong 
implementation and commitment to follow-through, has pro- 
duced widespread frustration and distrust; this negative legacy 
colored, for example, the recent vertical mixed-use opt-out 
process. Similarly, Austin’s failure to periodically update its 
comprehensive plan (see “The Bigger Picture,” p.25) hampers 
us with a weak planning tradition. Relatively few community 
leaders, activists, and stakeholders have recent experience (or 
even knowledge) of good urban design and planning and of how 
it can positively shape the city around the Austin values we hold 
dear. As a result, they don’t put much stock in the exercise. The 
Downtown Austin Plan offers a real opportunity to create an 
upswell of optimism - but only if consciously used by the city 
to earn and rebuild community faith in its planning efforts. 

Place-Making With Districts 

One big idea that emerges in the Phase One report: defining 
distinct districts. These would reinforce and build on the coher- 
ent city grid created in the original Waller plan of 1839. Among 


other virtues, districts offer a tailored mechanism for achieving 
specific community values. All would work in concert to pro- 
mote overall goals: livability, sustainability, density, place-mak- 
ing for people, preservation of history and local character, and 
so on. ROMA’s early draft of a district map shows Downtown 
divided into about a dozen specific districts. (For planning pur- 
poses, the city defines Downtown as the area north of the river, 
south of MLK, east of Lamar, and west of 1-35, but the plan will 
reach beyond these boundaries for solutions on transit, connec- 
tivity, and compatibility.) Within each district, city policy and 
code would prioritize, promote, and reward particular commu- 
nity goals and values (as documented in this fall’s Downtown 
Austin Plan Community Preferences Survey). 

In short, a district approach could provide a place for every- 
thing. In principle, Downtown districts could also pre-empt or 
prevent battles by providing the community with clear assur- 


ances that each specific need (affordable housing, parkland, 
social services, new retail and office, etc.) will be promoted in 
an orderly fashion. Districts thus could reduce our free-floating 
urbanization anxiety - and pre-empt the fights that bog down 
real progress. 

Each district would preserve and build on the special features 
and character that already exist in the area. This would promote 
a sense of place and unique Austin identity for each part of 
Downtown. For example, the remaining three public squares 
laid out in the 1839 Waller plan - Republic, Wooldridge, and 
Brush - would benefit from targeted upgrades and surround- 
ing redevelopment to realize their potential as people-friendly 
parks and public spaces. In the northwest courthouse/historic 
district (north of Seventh Street, west of San Antonio Street), 
city policy and code would preserve neighborhood scale and

PLANNING COMPREHENSIVELY

With a quiet Dec. 13 resolution authorizing 
an update to the city’s comprehensive plan 
- plus a study of fresh long-range planning 
approaches - City Council has finally taken 
action to revisit Austin’s regional road map for 
growth and change. Individual neighborhood 
plans and even the Downtown Austin Plan 
(see p.24) lack the holistic scope to address 
big-picture challenges like transit planning. But 
the 1979 Austin Tomorrow Comprehensive 
Plan is so egregiously outdated and gnarly with 
amendments, it’s hampering the city’s future. 

It’s no coincidence that 
council moved to update the 
comprehensive plan after 
City Manager Toby Futrell 
became a lame duck. (The 
resolution was sponsored by 
Mike Martinez and co-spon- 
sored by Lee Leffingwell and 
Will Wynn.) In a transpar- 
ent May 2006 power play, 

Futrell killed the recommen- 
dations to council made by 
City Auditor Steve Morgan for 
a fresh vision and compre- 
hensive planning process. The 
auditor’s recommendations 
were thoroughly researched (a 
10-month audit reviewed peer 
cities); his report intrepidly 
asserted the steep cost Austin 
is paying for its fragmented 
planning. Futrell’s flat-out 
rejection of practices so basic 
to good governance appeared 
ego-driven and political and 
colored by other conflicts 
with the auditor. (Futrell: Who needs a com- 
munity visioning process when we already have 
a bumper-worthy slogan, “We want Austin to be 
the most livable city in the country”?) A cowed 
or indifferent council bowed to Futrell’s will. 

Yet with all the new urban-planning initia- 
tives now in play (see “Top 10 Developing 
Stories,” Jan. 4), Austin needs a coherent 
comprehensive plan now more than ever. Last 
July, the Austin Neighborhoods Council issued 
a “Call for Action to Manage Austin’s Growth” 
(see www.ancweb.org). It asked 
council to enact all four of 
the city auditor’s recommen- 
dations: “The ANC believes 
that the lack of well-defined 
policies and long-term goals 
which reflect community val- 
ues undermines the quality of life for the 
people of Austin and jeopardizes our future.” 
(Former ANC President Laura Morrison is 
now running for the Place 4 City Council seat 
currently held by term-limited Mayor Pro Tern 
Betty Dunkerley.) 

A comprehensive plan serves as a way-find- 
ing tool: How do we get where we want to go 
and become the city we most want to be? An 
adopted plan sets clear policy direction for 
growth and provides a legal basis for sound 
decisions on long-term issues. Key compo- 
nents address land use, transportation, eco- 
nomic growth, and environmental protection. 


Forward-thinking cities regularly revisit and 
update their comp plans, every five years or 
so; road maps for managing change must, by 
definition, respond to evolving conditions. 

But for various political reasons, shadowed 
by intermittent frustrated attempts, Austin has 
failed to periodically rewrite its comprehensive 
plan in a comprehensive fashion. Instead, we 
have layers upon layers of amendments. (For 
example, every new neighborhood plan is 
still adopted as an amendment to the 1979 
plan.) Lacking a current, cohesive master-plan 
document, Austinites must consult copious

subsequent plans executed by individual city 
departments, then determine how and wheth- 
er each overrides the old comprehensive plan. 

(The city’s “Planning for Tomorrow’ Web page 
lists - and links to - some four dozen cur- 
rent city plans and related policy documents.) 

Senior city planning staff and planning com- 
missioners have told council the voluminously 
amended comprehensive plan - and thus the 
intended policy and will of our elected officials 
- is baffling to interpret. As a result, good

policies on the books are not fully applied in 
many cases. Pity the poor private citizen trying 
to use the comprehensive plan as a guide for 
neighborhood issues. 

The first step authorized is to simply clean 
up the mess. According to Martinez aide 
Andrew Moore, the initiative will gather into 
one coherent, updated document all of the 
plans and relevant policies adopted to date. 

For example, the updated plan will need to 
incorporate environmental policy - like our 
latest Water Conservation Plan and the Austin 
Climate Protection Plan. Then we’ve got 28 
years of adopted plans for how to end home- 


lessness, acquire more parks, make capital 
improvements, annex suburbs, promote bicy- 
cles, prevent smallpox, and save the Armadillo. 
(Whoops, too late on that one!) Most critical, 
all departmental plans relevant to land-use, 
growth management, and development pat- 
terns must be melded together. 

That’s a huge “housekeeping” task. Inevitably, 
it will entail some subjective interpretations and 
judgment calls, in cases where individual plans 
conflict or confuse. (In the 1999 “plain English 
rewrite” of the Land Development Code, staff 
made substantive changes - e.g., rewrites to 
the Waterfront Overlay 
Ordinance - despite public 
assurances of only nonsub- 
stantive changes and over- 
sight by a task force.) If all 
proceeds smoothly, the end 
product will be a coherent 
and navigable comprehen- 
sive plan document (ideally 
accompanied by an online 
search engine) available to 
the public - and consulted 
daily by staff, boards and 
commissions, and City Hall. 

The council resolu- 
tion also directs the city 
manager and Planning 
Commission “to study 
alternative approaches to 
long-range planning for 
the greater Austin region.” 
That’s an oblique reference 
to the 2035 Sustainable City 
Initiative led by Cid Galindo 
(who recently stepped 
down from the Planning 
Commission to run for the same council seat 
as Morrison). The 2035 concept: With Austin’s 
population projected to grow by 1.6 million by 
that year (from 900,000 to 2.5 million), long- 
range planning should carefully direct that 
urban densification so that it occurs within 
the existing city limits and jurisdiction (now 
402,000 acres). The alternative: Sprawling 
new greenfield development of 450,000 acres 
of surrounding open land. Achieving that goal 
requires agreeing upon targets for absorb- 
ing new people gracefully in 
each urban neighborhood 
- as Seattle has done. The 
Comprehensive Planning 
Committee of the Planning 
Commission has nudged the 
idea along since 2006, and 
it’s gaining momentum. 

Whether the “interim update” authorized 
will evolve into a whole fresh comprehensive 
planning effort remains to be seen. For now, 
it’s good to know the city auditor’s recom- 
mendations were never really dead, just mak- 
ing like Sleeping Beauty. December’s council 
resolution has delivered the reawakening kiss 
of political will. ■

the character of this area, rich in historic homes and tree-lined 
streets. Residential densification would be planned, but only 
appropriate to the existing character - e.g. small-scale, two- to 
four-story infill apartments, not soaring condo towers. 

In the Waller Creek District, development codes would 
respond to the unique opportunities offered by the creek itself 
and the natural setting. That would include an attractive hike- 
and-bike trail, new open green space, and selected cafe and 
music venues (in tandem with the flood-control improvements 
making this land newly developable). In the Waterfront District 
along Lady Bird Lake - the public’s favorite Downtown feature, 
by a landslide, on the survey - the plan would provide a unique 
response to the waterfront setting. A cohesive sense of place 
would run through the Rainey Street District on the east, the 
central Downtown waterfront, the Green site redevelopment 
and the Seaholm District to the west. 

Other areas now lack the human scale, character, street 
life, and vibrancy that make a great Downtown; those would 
be reconceived entirely, following place-making principles. 
For example, in the Capitol District, 27 acres of state park- 
ing lots and garages could be redeveloped as mixed-use with 
housing. (This would require the city to actively engage state 
government in re-envisioning and redeveloping the area for 
the greater good - a major challenge and requiring city lead- 
ership and state responsiveness never heretofore seen but 
theoretically not impossible.) 

Priority-use districts would promote certain active uses, 
creating nodes with the required critical mass. Again, the city 
would tailor its policy, code, developer incentives (e.g., den- 
sity bonuses), and programs 
to help each area develop 
in particular ways the com- 
munity wants and needs. A 
Congress Avenue District and 
the Central Business District 
could power up new offic- 
es, employment, and other 
critical economic engines. 

Policies for Sixth Street and 
perhaps Red River could fos- 
ter the live-music scene. The 
Second Street corridor could 
promote retail, restaurants, 
and visitors. Presumably an arts district could also mature. The 
holistic strength of Downtown would benefit from the synergy 
among the various distinct districts. 

Affordable-Housing Solution 

A second valuable big idea: We can get affordable housing 
Downtown by taking a very specific, strategic approach. The 
Phase One ROMA report benefits from new data, research, and 
analysis by top national experts (consultants HR&A Advisors, 
with local market and proprietary construction data from Charles 
Heimsath’s Capitol Market Research). Its early suggested strategy 
thus appears more sound than anything we’ve seen to date - and 
cause for cautious optimism. It reveals the flaws in the compro- 
mise recommendations provisionally adopted by council from the 
Affordable Housing Incentives Task Force: That approach won’t 
yield enough units (or fee-in-lieu dollars) to prevent Downtown 
from becoming an exclusive enclave for the wealthy. A key prob- 
lem: The huge $380,000 gap between what the average new one- 
bedroom, high-rise Downtown condo costs and what a house- 
hold earning 80% of the median family income can afford. If every 
unit needs a $380,000 subsidy, then very few will get built. Even 
free city-owned land makes relatively little difference. (While the 
rental market is less daunting, the same basic concepts apply.) 

But the report shows another way to get there. The detailed 
data points to this package approach: 

1) Target midrise projects for affordable housing rather than 
high-rise projects - because construction costs are dramatically 
lower in midrise (less than six stories). 

2) Use “density bonus” fees paid by high-rise projects to fund 
affordable housing in other, midrise projects Downtown. 


3) Require these midrise projects to make 10% of their units 
affordable. (That’s far more than the task force recommenda- 
tions, which require just 10% of bonus square feet, which 
translates to about 4% of units.) 

The data shows this approach producing affordable units 
Downtown that would require just $20,000 in public subsidies 

- from local, state, or federal sources - to become affordable to 
80% MFI households. For 100% MFI households, just a $5,000 
subsidy would be needed - far less daunting than that opening 
$380,000 gap for high-rise construction. 

But if we’re trying to densify Downtown - e.g., maximize the 
height potential of each and every buildable site - isn’t that in 
conflict with building a bunch of new midrise housing? 

Here’s where the Capitol View Corridors swoop in wearing 
a dashing red cape - as the unintended saviors of Downtown 
affordability. The corridors create limits on building heights; 
last year the Downtown Commission made a controversial 
push to revisit them, in part because they also limit high-rise 
redevelopment. But parcels under Capitol View Corridor height 
restrictions offer ideal sites for the midrise structures that are 
cost-effective for affordable housing. Happily, many are located 
in districts - along Waller Creek, near homeless shelters and 
social services, and in the state parking garage wasteland 

- where new affordable housing is desirable and a good fit. 
(Musicians and artists enjoying subsidized apartments should 
be much more open-minded than $1 million condo investors, 
for instance, about having the Austin Resource Center for the 
Homeless as a neighbor.) 

The flip side of the argument: The city shouldn’t spend 

its scarce affordable-hous- 
ing dollars on sites without 
Capitol View Corridors or 
other height limits. Let all 
unrestricted full blocks rise 
as high as possible: That 
serves the twin community 
goals of maximum density/ 
sustainability and economic 
vitality, as driven by major 
office and mixed-use proj- 
ects. Let height-restricted 
tracts add density in a dif- 
ferent way (and you get a 
surprising increase from five-story infill projects, built cheek- 
to-cheek): That can serve the community goal of having 
Downtown neighborhoods that are more affordable, welcom- 
ing, and diverse. Council Member Brewster McCracken said 
that after his briefing, he was newly invigorated and excited by 
seeing exactly how that can happen. 

It’s this kind of “aha” moment that can be delivered only by 
comprehensive urban planning. Fresh solutions emerge when 
multiple community issues are synthesized and understood 
as interlocking parts of a whole. Those, in turn, can shift pub- 
lic attitudes. One example: Housing advocates recently have 
pressed the city to prioritize on-site affordable housing in the 
redevelopment of Green Water Treatment Plant. But the Phase 
One ROMA report suggests that a different approach would 
better achieve the root goal. On those full blocks without height 
restrictions, the city instead would encourage sky-high projects 

- yielding property taxes to match. Of those taxes, 40% already 
are earmarked for the city’s affordable-housing fund. Those 
dollars - nearly $1 million a year at full build-out - would be 
invested in subsidizing new midrise projects (and perhaps exist- 
ing apartments) nearby, say in the northwest district of historic 
homes or along Waller Creek. The potential result: Many more 
Downtown units affordable to average Austinites. 

There’s plenty more meat in the Phase One report. Other 
key issues it sets up include regional transit, transportation, 
and mobility; a whole section addresses economic viability 

- the need to ensure that Downtown Austin retains it regional 

pre-eminence, despite competition from suburban upstarts 
like the Domain. For certain, those who participate in the Jan. 
12 town-hall meeting will have plenty to digest. But the meal 
is worth the chew. ■

The Long Center Who's playing 

The countdown to the grand opening of Austin's new perform- 
ing-arts center has passed the 80-day mark, and ratcheting up 
the anticipation level for the big event (as if it needs any ratch- 
eting) is the Long Center’s release of the schedule for the 
2,400-seat Dell Hall through early August and for the 240-seat 
Rollins Theatre through September, as well as the lineups for 
the pair of gala opening concerts in Dell Hall March 28 and 29. 

If the first months are any measure, the Long Center will 
indeed be a venue where every kind of arts group in the city is 
welcome. In addition to previously announced programs such as 
Austin Lyric Opera’s Carmen, the ballet of Don Quixote by Ballet 
Austin, and Conspirare singing the Verdi Requiem, Dell Hall will 
feature everything from classical soprano Kathleen Battle to a 
Beatles cover band to a legendary mariachi ensemble to three 
redneck tenors to Nashville bluegrass wonders Cherryholmes. 
The Rollins schedule is equally eclectic, including the Rude 
Mechs, Aztlan Dance Company, ProArts Collective, the Austin 
Shakespeare Festival, Austin Chamber Music Center, Teatro Vivo, 
A. Mozart Fest, TexARTS, and Refraction Arts’ Fuse Box Festival. 

Kicking off the premiere season will be a gala concert on 
Friday, March 28, hosted by Tommy Tune and featuring the 
Austin Symphony Orchestra, Austin Lyric Opera, Ballet Austin, 
Conspirare, Michael Amante, and more. That will be followed 
on Saturday, March 29, with an All-Texas Music Tribute Concert 
starring Ray Benson with Asleep at the Wheel, Willie Nelson, 
Lyle Lovett, Rick Trevino, and Flaco Jimenez. 

But you actually won’t have to wait until then to experience the 
Long Center in all its glory. The first week of March, the center 
will be open for four days of free performances and tours, with 
the members of the Los Angeles-based MASS Ensemble (which 
includes former Austinite Chrysta Bell) bringing their remarkable 
blend of music and architecture to the new facility and, by 
stretching extremely long strings across the terrace of the Long 
Center, transforming it into what they call an Earth Harp. So for a 
weekend, this won’t be just a building that presents music; it’ll 
be one that makes music. How's that for an auspicious debut?

The Blanton Museum of Art’s 2007 exhibition “The 
Geometry of Hope: Latin American Abstract Art From the Patricia

A homegrown literary magazine celebrates 20 years of playing Host to Texas and the world

This month marks the 20th anniversary of The Dirty Goat, the 
long-running literary journal based in Austin and New York City. 
From humble roots in 1980s Austin, when each new volume was 
launched with a keg party in Harris Park, the journal has expanded 
in size and reputation - as has Host Publications, the independent 
press that grew up around it. From its new headquarters in down- 
town Manhattan, Host continues to deliver high-quality interna- 
tional literature with friendly, irreverent energy and a Texas drawl. 

Joe W Bratcher III, Host’s president and co-founder, has 
overseen every aspect of The Dirty Goat’s production from the 
start. Over the past three years, he has brought on two full-time 
employees to help with marketing and editorial management. Still, 
the business retains a homespun feel. While his press aims to 
provide a welcoming home for guest voices from around the globe, 
Bratcher looks to his own hometown for grounding. Despite his 
new base in the land of Conde Nast, WW Norton, and Random 
House, Bratcher still considers Host Publications an Austin press. 

“I want the identity of the company to be a non-New York 
press,” Bratcher says. “It’s a very independent-minded com- 
pany. I moved away from Austin in 1995. When I go back, 
Austin has changed a lot, but I’m holding on to this ideal 
Austin that I grew up in, in the 1960s, when it was a small 
town and you could do intellectually interesting things there 
and there would be people who would just be curious about 
what was going on and what you were doing. My idea was just 
to put material out there so that people could experience it.” 

Most of the material Host has put out over the years is of 
international origin. Way back in 1987, Bratcher and his wife, 
Elzbieta Szoka, finished their doctorates at the University 
of Texas and graduated into a tough job market. Szoka, a 
Portuguese literature Ph.D., called on her academic contacts to 
put together Host’s first title, 3 Contemporary Brazilian Plays. 
That book became a model for much of Host’s catalog - new 
or underexposed voices in fresh translation for the academic 
and specialty market. Authors have included Italian story writer 
Massimo Bontempelli, who might have coined the phrase 
“magic realism”; leading Uruguayan poet Ida Vitale, whose 


political exile eventually led her to settle in Austin; and French 
flaneur-poet Jacques Reda. 

At the center of all this multilingual activity stands The Dirty 
Goat. The journal has often served as a gateway for new authors 
and translators and as a way for Bratcher to get to know artists 
and decide if they would fit in Host’s catalog. The Goat also 
tends to feature a hearty portion of American, English-language 
poetry and prose - often with roots in experimental traditions. 
“The amount of material we’ve gotten in these 18 issues,” 
Bratcher says, “and the consistency of it - bilingual Chinese, 
Yiddish, Greek, interviews with people from around the world 


- that’s my proudest accomplishment. I love doing the books, 
and I’m proud of every book we’ve done, but when it comes to 
doing The Dirty Goat, that’s really it.” 

The first issue of The Dirty Goat, published in 1988, bore an 
inscription by Polish poet Aleksander Wat, referring to “smelly, 
comic, and worthy goats” who forage in the aftermath of men’s 
glory and disasters. That issue also featured New York painter 
Alfred Leslie, who would become a central figure in the story 
of Host Publications. Bratcher and Szoka met Leslie soon after 
founding Host. As Bratcher tells it, Leslie agreed to contribute 
prints to the inaugural issue of The Dirty Goat on the basis of the 
name alone. It was a significant celebrity endorsement for the 
fledgling journal. 

Over the next decade, Bratcher worked to repay the favor, 
creating a large-scale, page-by-page reproduction of Leslie’s 1960 
collaborative masterwork, The Hasty Papa's. Papers includes 
photographs, drawings, paintings, plays by John Ashbery and 
Aristophanes, two sort-of novels, poems by Kenneth Koch and 
other New York School poets, an essay on the paintings of Hitler 
and Churchill, and the full text of a Fidel Castro speech. When 
the Chronicle reviewed Host’s edition in 2000, we wrote that it 
achieved “a highly respectable authority in depicting not just one 
city or one group of thinkers, but a world and its troubles in a tiny 
and critical time - and with a smoke-flavored tongue kiss, at that.” 
Bratcher considers the volume one of Host’s greatest accomplish- 
ments and does not think it out of place on the shelf with its 
international cousins. As if building on the “one-shot review” 
style of The Hasty Papers, Host Publications and The Dirty Goat 
make space for a messy melding of different traditions, yielding a 
prismatic window onto new ideas from around the world. 

More recently, Bratcher has developed a new publishing inter- 
est - Texas literature. Host has published two books by local poet 
Dave Oliphant, whom Bratcher first got to know as a translator 
of Spanish-language poetry. One of Oliphant’s books, Manories 
of Texas Towns & Cities, actually contains a 140-page epic poem 
about Austin. Every poem in the collection takes the name of a 
Texas city, but Longhorn partisans will be happy to know that 
Oliphant managed to cover Bryan in a single page. 


Christopher Cook’s Screen Door Jesus, a collection of short 
stories about East Texas, led Bratcher and Szoka to branch 
out once again, this time into filmmaking. According to 
Bratcher, every time Host published a book, beginning with 
3 Contemporary Brazilian Plays, he would mention to his wife 
that they ought to make a movie out of it. With Screen Door 
Jesus, she finally agreed, and the two collaborated as producers. 
The film was shot in Austin, Lockhart, and Bastrop, featuring a 
cast of local actors, and it premiered to good reviews at 2003’s 
South by Southwest Film Festival. Unfortunately, Hurricane 
Rita disrupted the Gulf Coast-focused opening weekend, which 



ruined chances of a wider release. (Screen Door Jesus is now 
available on DVD.) Szoka now devotes much of her time to film, 
and she and Bratcher are collaborating on a new movie, now in 
postproduction. 

The last few years have seen Host transform from a micropress 
run out of Bratcher’s home into a 10-book-per-year operation 
with professional offices in two states. In Austin, fulfillment runs 
out of a small office on East Seventh Street. In New York, Host’s 
new digs are within a few blocks of City Hall, the Brooklyn 
Bridge, and Wall Street. Szoka, no longer involved in the day-to- 
day operations of Host, is learning the language of Hollywood to 
prepare for more potential adaptations. Despite all this recent 
growth, Bratcher says that he aims for a happy medium. 

“I don’t want to grow anymore,” he says. “I want to sell more 
books, but I’m very comfortable with the number of books we 
are producing per year. I don’t want to lose 
control of what we’re doing. It’s already get- 
ting so that I can’t remember; I need to have 
a piece of paper or a catalog in front of me to 
remind me what books we’re doing. I don’t 
want it to get any bigger than that.” 

The outdoor keg parties may have fallen 
by the wayside in favor of wine and cheese 
receptions, but the small-town feel is still 
alive on lower Broadway. The secret of his 
success, Bratcher says, is that he didn’t 
expect to get rich. “You have to accept from 
the beginning that you can’t be frustrated 
that you aren’t bringing in a lot of money. 
That’s the first thing. The second thing is 
to be curious. I got a Ph.D in English litera- 
ture. I love books. I like reading all the bad 
submissions I receive. I wish I could publish 
twice the books that I do, if I had the time. 
It’s the curiosity and the energy of loving books and not being 
stuck in a single mode. I find that I discover other countries by 
reading literature from those countries.” 

Bratcher is not alone in his sense of discovery. Over the past 
20 years, Host Publications and The Dirty Goat have done a 
great deal to make the world of arts and ideas a little bit more 
intimate, welcoming guests from near and far, celebrated and 
obscure, to sit at the same table. Here’s to our generous Host.

RICE BRAN OIL 


On a trip to Thailand five years ago, a best 
friend of my hosts arranged a tour of a huge 
rice-processing facility at my request. That 
friend, Yong, was an executive for a rice-export- 
ing firm based in Sing Buri, an agricultural 
town north of Bangkok, in an area known for 
its rice production. In following the rice grains 
through the milling and polishing process, we 
had a discussion about rice bran oil, which is 
pressed from the removed bran. Yong insisted 
it was the world’s healthiest cooking oil. I had 
never heard of rice bran oil, so when I got back 
to the States, I started looking for a source 
and, at that time, came up empty-handed. 

The more I discovered, however, the better 
this oil sounded. Web searches revealed doz- 
ens of scientific research articles claiming ail 
manners of health benefits: It reduces bad- 
cholesterol levels, boosts good cholesterol, 
and fights free radicals; it's an anti-inflamma- 
tory, reverses liver damage, inhibits cancer 
growth, reduces effects of menopause, and 
on and on. Snake oil never sounded so good. 

I'm not a scientist, but I found countless 
research articles referring to its abnormally 
high level of antioxidants. This makes the oil 
healthy to consume but also makes it resist 
rancidity and spoilage, the reason Asians like 
to use it for deep-frying and snack-food produc- 
tion and also the reason Mario Batali uses it 
for deep-frying at his new restaurant, Del 
Posto. Oddly, perhaps, women in Japan also 
use rice bran oil as a skin treatment. Apparently 
rubbing the skin with the oil keeps it smooth, 


untarnished by the damaging effects of sun, 
blemish-free, and glowing, transforming a 
woman into a nuka-bijin or a “bran beauty.” 

But enough about health claims and beauty 
tips; what about the taste and rice bran oil’s 
role in the kitchen? Its flavor profile is light 
and clean, with a slight buttery component 
and a mild nutty flavor, and it feels less oily 
on the tongue. The smoking point is the third- 
highest of any cooking oil: 490-500 degrees, 
which makes it great for restaurant food pro- 
duction over high-energy burners. It can be 
used for any application in the kitchen that 
any other cooking oil would be used for: grill- 
ing, marinades, sauteing, stir-frying, and bak- 
ing. It makes an excellent salad dressing, and 
foods deep-fried in it have a nice golden- 
brown finish and a crisp texture, while in fry- 
ers it can be used and filtered far longer than 
conventional oils before breaking down. 

And now you can find rice bran oil here in 
Austin. At Whole Foods, ask for Miyako 
Tempura Kome Abura 100% Rice Bran Oil 
($13. 99/gallon). You can also find it at 
Japanese food supplier Asahi Imports - 
6105 Burnet Rd., 453-1850: Ask for Nisshin 
brand Jun Kokussanmai Rice Bran Oil (600 
grams, or about lVs pints, for $4.99). 

I don’t know if rice bran oil is the magic 
bullet to cure all that ails you; I’ll leave that 
up to the scientists. I do know that it tastes 
good, it’s incredibly versatile in the kitchen, it 
has a long shelf life, and it’s reasonably 
priced. What’s not to like? - Mick Vann

After sojourns at both Wink and Fino, chef Thomas 
Reeh has returned to the kitchen at Mars (1400 S. 

Congress, 472-3901), where he is the new executive chef. 
Reeh’s replacement at Fino (2905 San Gabriel, 474-2905) is 
Eric Lucas, who recently relocated to Austin from Florida. 
Former Uchi pastry assistant Stephanie Schwandt is the 
new pastry chef for both Fino and Asti (408-C E. 43rd, 
451-1218)... Flam lovers who showed up at the 26 Doors 
Shopping Center at Thanksgiving or Christmas looking for 
their favorite addition to the holiday table left disappointed. 
Jamie Pheney, proprietor of TJ’s Hickory Honey Hams 
(6701 Burnet Rd., 458-4267), wants customers to know she’s 
finally back in business after losing the lease on her longtime 
location back in the fall. Her new shop is open 10am-6pm 
weekdays and 10am-5pm on Saturdays. Though the new shop 
doesn’t have visibility from the street, Pheney is still serving 
the same great ham and sandwiches... Speaking of lost leas- 
es, Jay Knepp e-mailed with the info that Sait Lick 360 
loses its lease in Davenport Ranch this week, but company 
owners are fast at work getting a new location in the Dell 
Diamond ready to open sometime in the spring...

150 wines, 44 of which are available by the glass, with 30 of 
those being served in three-glass flights. We hear West Lake 
neighbors are really embracing the Grove and that the small 
plates and bruschetta boards are early menu favorites. The 
new place is open llam-lOpm Sunday through Thursday and 
llam-llpm on Friday and Saturday... Greek-food lovers still 
mourning the loss of their favorite Downtown eatery several 
months ago will want to try El Greco (3016 Guadalupe, 
474-7335), the new Greek taverna opened recently just north 
of the UT campus. The family-owned eatery has a large menu 
of Greek and Mediterranean specialties and is open 10am- 
9pm Monday through Thursday and lOam-lOpm Friday and 
Saturday... Mama Fu’s (4615 N. Lamar #307, 637-6773), 
the quick, casual pan-Asian chain from Austin’s Murphy 
Restaurant Group, recently opened its third local outlet in 
the Triangle. They’ll offer counter service by day and table 
service in the evenings, dining on a comfortable outdoor patio 
in fair weather, free Wi-Fi access, and live music on Friday and 
Saturday evenings. Look for a fourth Mama Fu's to open in 
the 2nd Street District later this year... We hear the hottest 
menu specials during recent screenings of Sweeney Todd at 
the Alamo South Lamar were meat pies filled with rabbit, 
duck, or bison - chef John Bullington’s take on Cornish pas- 
ties... Help Caritas (www.caritasofaustin.org) fight hunger locally 
by donating nonperishable food items (peanut butter, boxed 
mac & cheese, tuna, ramen noodles, dried beans, canned 
beans, vegetables, fruits, meats, baby food, evaporated milk, 
and hygiene items) to restock its crucial food pantry, which is 
always depleted after the busy holiday season.

III Forks is a steak house with a luxurious feel, thanks, in 
part, to lots of wood and leather. Everything in the restaurant, 
from the first greeting to the final goodbye, is aimed at making 


you feel coddled and comfortable. All this comes at a high 
price. Luckily, III Forks has a secret weapon for wine lovers 
that will take a little sting out of the final check. 

Our first visit was on a Thursday night. We didn’t have reser- 
vations, and it was a busy night, but they found us a table in 
the bar. The bar is wide open with high ceilings and just the per- 
fect amount of sound control. There was a clubby buzz from the 
stylish and expensively dressed patrons, and the live jazz also 
upped the sound. Nonetheless, we could talk at normal levels. 

Our server was prompt, efficient, and had the ideal juxta- 
position of happy friendliness and speedy professionalism. 
The menu is very simple, just two pages. Steak is the thing, 
though they also have a nice selection of fish. We started by 
ordering the huge appetizer medley ($15.95), which includes 
a shrimp cocktail with three crunchy, sweet jumbo shrimp, an 
enormous Crabcake St. Francis made almost solely from 
lump crabmeat and mayonnaise, and some huge, plump 
bacon-wrapped scallops. 

The wine list is mammoth and, like all 
steak houses, very pricey. This is where III 
Forks’ secret weapon comes into play. 

Their sommelier, Danny Payne, created a 
wine list with all sorts of fun surprises, 
and he is a great guide, quite understanding of financial limi- 
tations, encyclopedic in the details of each wine, and excited 
when he sees a happy customer. We were very happy when he 
steered us to a nicely aged 1999 Leasingham Bin 56 
Cabernet ($55) and a 2005 Luca Malbec ($60), a huge, 
opaque, almost black wine. 

For our main courses, we had a bone-in rib eye ($41.95), a 
rack of lamb ($35.95), and tenderloin medallions ($32.95). 
Those prices seem high, but the quality of both the USDA 
Prime beef and the lamb is spectacular. One nice touch is 
there are always servers waiting at the kitchen, so the second 
your order pops up, a person grabs your rocket-hot plate and 
rushes it to the table. Even more incredible is the deft dance 
both in the kitchen and out on the floor that allows them to 
serve everyone’s entree at precisely the same time. 

Our steaks and lamb were flawlessly pink inside, and the 
portions were colossal, so big that most couples will proba- 
bly do just fine splitting a steak. They charge an extra $7 for 
splitting an entree, and that’s the biggest bargain in the 
house. Because unlike most steak houses that ding you for 
every extra, III Forks includes fresh creamed corn made 


table-side, mashed potatoes, vegetables, big slices of toma- 
toes, and spring onions. 

Four of us went back a couple of weeks later on a crowded 
Friday night. We got the same professional, gracious service 
as before, but this time, we were seated in one of the fancy 
dining areas. This visit, sommelier Payne again showed us 
some bargains. He not only remembered my name, he remem- 
bered my tastes and price range. This time he picked a 2004 
Storrs Petite Sirah ($53), a fruity wine with nice acidity. Later, 
when we asked for another bottle, he surprised us with one of 
Texas’ best wines, Fall Creek’s 2003 Meritus ($58). 

We ordered three appetizers. The onion rings ($9.95) start 
with a whole onion, cut into 1-inch-thick rings, then fried to 
crunchy perfection and architecturally piled into a pyramid shape. 
Ill Forks' wedge salad ($7.95) is unique and the best I’ve had 
anywhere. It’s really a half head of iceberg lettuce, split. They 
make an open “V” in the middle of the plate to construct a bed 
from a thick slice of tomato, crumbled bacon, 
and chunky blue cheese. It’s big enough for a 
whole meal. We also tried the Beef 
Croustades ($11.95), slices of beef tender- 
loin pounded flat and served with a crostini. 
This was the only dish we had that was mere- 
ly good. For entrees, my wife chose Chilean sea bass ($33.95), 
and I went for the 24-ounce porterhouse ($44.95). The sea bass 
is a simple dish in which the quality of the ingredients is every- 
thing. They start with a superior piece of fish, broiled under a sal- 
amander (a device “named after the legendary reptile that was 
resistant to fire and lives in the bowels of the earth," according 
to Larousse Gastronomique) and drizzled with a buttery sauce. 

The difference between a lowly T-bone and a porterhouse is that 
the tenderloin side of the latter is much bigger. The III Forks’ ver- 
sion is most definitely a porterhouse. Just as before, the meat 
was fiery hot and cooked as ordered at medium rare. 

We had clairvoyant waitstaff; our food was delicious, and 
the wine capped everything off. There's something nice about 
feeling this pampered. 

I’ve never been a big fan of steak houses. They are expen- 
sive and can sometimes feel stuffy. But III Forks has made me 
a convert. For a special event dinner, especially if you’re a 
steak person, you’d have a hard time beating their combina- 
tion of a luxurious setting, classy service, great food, and top- 
notch wines. Ill Forks is now Austin’s best steak house.

Rarely am I this giddy after trying a new res- 
taurant, but several trips to Fuegos have me 
recommending it to complete strangers on the 
street. Open for almost a year, Fuegos is the 
dream project of Maria and Felipe Llanes, who 
earned their chops working in restaurants in 
Laguna Beach, Calif., and at two hotels here 
in Austin. The manager/waitperson is daugh- 
ter Lyanne, a charming dynamo who efficiently 
covers the front. The menu is a mix of 
Mexican and California beach cuisine, and 
the prime directive is freshness. 

On the first visit we decided on the wonder- 
ful grilled ahi sandwich ($9.50), a nice slab 
of sushi-grade tuna cooked perfectly medium- 
rare, topped with Swiss cheese, tomato, and 
alfalfa sprouts, on a buttery grilled bun slath- 
ered with jalapeno tartar sauce. It comes 
with a large side of crisp Caesar salad, to 
make a delightful combo. We also had the 
excellent fish tacos ($10.50), three corn torti- 
llas topped with fresh red snapper and cab- 
bage salad, with a side of rich refried beans 
and savory rice. 

A side order of their hand-breaded, spiced 
onion rings ($2.25) satisfied, as did superla- 


tive at pastor and cochinita pibil tacos 
($1.75). The two salsas are red (made from 
guajillo and rojo de arbol chiles) and green 
(made from jitomate and serrano). For dessert 
we sampled a Lemon Ricotta Pancake from 
the breakfast menu ($5.95 for four, with fresh 
fruit): lemony, rich, and light. 

A second trip had Ray Tatum and I splitting 
the day's special, crab enchiladas ($10.95), 
filled with lots of sweet, fresh crabmeat and 
cheese, topped with a rich and spicy red 
sauce of guajillo and tomato, served with 
beans and rice. We sampled fantastic carne 
asada and beef fajita tacos ($1.75) and loved 
them. We split a massive barbecue chicken 
salad ($7.95) of crisp greens with chunks of 
sweet apple, Gorgonzola cheese, peanuts, 
and fresh corn, topped with a nice dressing 
made from a blend of ranch and barbecue 
sauce - an amazing blend of flavors. 

We halved a Fat Burger ($8.50): a half- 
pound, hand-formed chuck patty cooked to- 
order, with Swiss cheese, bacon, avocado, 
grilled onions, pickles, ripe tomato, and 
romaine, on a bun with Thousand Island 
dressing, served with hand-cut fries. This is a 
serious burger, and one of the best in town. 
We were seduced into trying the flan ($3.75), 
which is richer than most from the addition of 
cream cheese and superb. 

Fuegos is in a small stone strip center, 
directly across the street, and due west of 


Kim Phung Restaurant on the northwest cor- 
ner of Morrow and North Lamar (if you come 
from the north, stay on the access road). The 
interior is simply decorated and impeccably 
spotless, with an open, gleaming kitchen. 
Service is first-rate, and portions are more 
than generous. Until they get their beer and 
wine permit, BYOB is welcomed. 


They have a small, yellow flier that hints at 
many more dishes, and Lyanne tells us that 
the menu will be expanded in about a month, 
but we still have a whole list of treats to sam- 
ple, like the Blackened Shrimp Caesar Wraps 
and the campechana seafood cocktail. All we 
can say is more is better, with a very enthusi- 
astic “iViva Fuegos!” - Mick Vann

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The first-ever Puppet Parts Film Fest

On Austin’s burgeoning Eastside, in a neighborhood that 
splits the distance between suburban French Place and the 
hipster cafe crowd currently taking over Manor Road, there’s 
a two-bedroom house with a shed in the back yard. This shed 
is modest, with only a series of small windows near the ceiling 
providing natural light. There’s no bathroom; there’s no phone. 
But there are a whole lot of puppets. 

This shed is home base for the Geppetto Dreams Puppet 
Company, a new theatre group led by Ricki Vincent - 
“Geppetto” to his friends - a recent Austin transplant whose 
thick frame, bald head, gruff goatee, multiple piercings, and tat- 
too-covered arms put one more in mind of a motorcycle-gang 
tough than an artist whose mission in life is to integrate pup- 
petry into the cultural life of his newly adopted hometown. 

“1 know I look like I break legs for a living,” Vincent, a former 
body-piercer and tattoo-parlor proprietor, admits. “When they 
see me, people don’t know whether to shit or wind their watch.” 
Two years ago, Vincent formed Geppetto Dreams after acquiring 
a $50,000 grant from New York-based nonprofit organization 
Creative Capital Foundation. It was 
while meeting in Austin with two of 
the foundation’s representatives that 
he realized he had found his home. 

“When I first came here from Dallas, 
for the first time in my life I felt like I wasn’t being judged; I 
felt like I was just another face in the crowd. And I loved that. 
I knew right away that I wanted to bring puppetry to Austin, to 
help keep the tradition alive and introduce my new home to this 
art form. Austin has a great arts community, but there’s nothing 
like Geppetto Dreams here, and it’s so desperately needed.” 

Puppets hang all over Vincent’s workshop, including the cast 
of his troupe’s burlesque show, A Night at Miss Mimi’s, featur- 
ing Mimi herself, a pig dressed up to look like the madame in 
a Prohibition-era bordello, and Id, a thick-lipped, blue-teethed, 
wrinkly skinned beast of a thing that, as befits his name, allows 
Vincent to act out the more self-indulgent, sensualist sides of 
his personality. “My puppets,” he says, “especially Id, are my 
alter egos. They let me get out there and do all the things I 
want to do and say all the things I want to say.” Through the 
years, Vincent has performed shows about suicide, vaudeville 
routines starring Hitler and the Marquis de Sade, even Seuss- 


esque poetry readings about the controversy surrounding the 
2000 presidential election and the resulting war in Iraq. And all 
with a puppet by his side - or on his hand - taking the hit. 

“Puppets have been around since the days of Aristotle,” Vincent 
says. “Puppets have been used to speak out against the crown and 
taxation. And that’s the way I roll in my shows. We in the compa- 
ny want to show people the various possibilities of puppetry, from 
the personal to the political.” In that spirit, on Jan. 12 at the Off 
Center, Geppetto Dreams will be presenting its first Puppet Parts 
Film Fest, a collection of 1 1 short films by artists from around the 
country. The show will include “Bill Hicks Puppet Show” by direc- 
tor and Austinite Andrew Lankes, who secured permission from 
the widow of the legendary comic to re-enact one of his routines 
(this one about the first Bush and his Iraq war) using marionettes; 
“In the House of the Sin Eater,” New Yorker Paul Kloss’ haunting 
version of an ancient folktale about a man who takes on the sins of 
the newly dead by means of food and drink; and Mike Murphy’s 
freewheeling “Night of the Broccoli,” in which the disgruntled 
vegetables of the title exact revenge on the man who dared to 
serve them for dinner. The film festival will be followed later in the 
evening by a five performance of Miss Mimi’s and scenes from the 
troupe’s newest piece, the black-lit The Dead Pirate’s Society. 

With films that run the gamut from 
traditional hand-and-rod manipulation 
to more modem stop-motion anima- 
tion, the festival reflects Vincent’s cath- 
olic philosophy about the nature of 
puppetry. While there are some dogmatists out there who will tell 
you that true puppetry begins and ends with marionettes or that 
Japanese Bunraku is the only lasting definition of the form or that 
Punch and Judy are the alpha and omega, Vincent believes that not 
only are all these disciplines puppetry but that, as an artist, it is his 
responsibility to throw them all in a pot and mix them up, so he 
can explore all the aesthetic possibilities of the medium. The same 
principle holds true for his work as a film-festival impresario. 

“Puppetry,” he says, “is simply bringing life to something 
that normally would not have fife. Stop-motion, marionettes, 
hand-and-rod, Bunraku, shadow puppets, even computer- 
generated images, like the ones used in Jurassic Park: It’s all 
puppetry to me. Not to upset the Bible Belt, but it’s almost like 
being God. Puppeteers can take something that’s just a lump 
of foam or papier-mache or plaster and work and play with it 
and shape it and arrange it and bring it to life. What could be 
better than that?” ■

CINEMA OF OBSESSION: EROTIC FIXATION 
AND LOVE GONE WRONG IN THE MOVIES

At the heart of all great art lies obsession, and at the heart of all 
great love lies the same; the impulse to create and the instinct to 
fornicate are two heads of the same all-consuming beast, a beast 
that can lift a man to greatness or reduce him to ashes. Two new 
books, Stephen Lowenstein’s My First Movie: Take Two and Cinema 
of Obsession by Dominique Mainon and James Ursini, set out to 
explore the age-old connection between art and fixation. Though 
Lowenstein’s book may sound like the less sexy of the two, with its 
tales of wide-eyed young filmmakers struggling to get their visions 
on film and then angling for success, it’s actually the one with the 
best chance of raising readers’ temperatures. Cinema of Obsession, 
on the other hand, though it claims to be about "erotic fixation and 
love gone wrong in the movies,” barely even manages to simmer. 

Take Two is the sequel to Lowenstein’s 2002 book, My First 
Movie, a collection of interviews with now-successful directors 
discussing their first feature films. That book featured conversa- 
tions with Hollywood luminaries such as Oliver Stone, indepen- 
dent giants like the Coen brothers, and foreign-language favor- 
ites like Pedro Almodovar. Volume two keeps with the winning 
formula and includes interviews with Richard Linklater (Stacker) 
and early-Aughties prodigy Richard Kelly (Donnie Darko ) along 
with lesser-known foreign directors like Agnes Jaoui (The Taste of 
Others) and Swede Lukas Moodysson (Show Me Love). 

Though Lowenstein’s interviewees are all the products of different 
countries, cultures, and experiences, 
their concerns are remarkably similar: 
the relationship between artistic free- 
dom and financial independence (“I pay 
to be free,” says Amores Perros director 
Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu), the struggle 
to maintain individual vision in the face 
of outside influence, and the value of 
obsession as the only real means of 
getting through the long months of 
shooting, the constant skepticism both 
from without and within, and the poten- 
tial indifference of the marketplace that 
conspire to keep first-time filmmak- 
ers cynical. Like Orpheus hunting for 
Eurydice, Lowenstein’s filmmakers were 
all willing to descend into hell in order 
to get their hands on what they desired 
most, both the hell of their own fixations 
and the hell that is the movie business; 
unlike him, of course, they all came back 
triumphant. As Linklater says, “[Making 
Slacker ] was a most intense time in 
my life. I just remember every waking 
second and sleeping moment, it was all 
about the film. ... I realized there was 
nothing else I’d rather be doing.” 

That intensity is missing from Cinema 
odd considering the point of the book is to shine a light into the 
sexiest corners of film history and extol the narrative power of 
erotic preoccupation. Where Lowenstein is able to make a wonk- 
ish subject like the ins and outs of filmmaking seem passionate 
and exciting, Mainon and Ursini have managed to take volumes 
of deliciously taboo subjects - forbidden love, voyeurism, sex 
and violence, etc. - and turn them into an excuse for academic 
posturing. They may write about some of the raciest movies ever 
made - Last Tango in Paris, The Blue Angei, La Dolce Vita, et al. 

- but the result is the journalistic equivalent of a cold shower: 
Their prose has the distant, anthropological tone of the academic 
journal, and their goal seems less to revel in the thrilling multiplic- 
ity of cinematic sexuality than to simply point it out. With its 300 
pages of dry plot summaries and artless description, Cinema 
of Obsession turns out to be no more provocative than the 
Blockbuster Entertainment Guide to Movies. - J.R.

Learning the art oF cinema stunt Fighting

Rolling to a stop at the side entrance of 
Master Yi Martial Arts Academy on North 
Burnet Road, I could see the prospective stunt 
fighters warming up, and my compulsive habit 
to twirl my hair into decidedly unsexy knots 
kicked in. With a fistful of dead hair cells in 
one hand and a half-empty bottle of gumption 
in the other, I walked around the academy to 
the front door, past the small mob of young 
men flipping, tumbling, and stretching into 
full-on splits atop the blue mat that covers the 
practice-room floor. 

On Friday, Nov. 30, the fit, muscular, and 
agile were gathered for the International Screen 
Fighting Workshop, a three-hour, $150 stunt- 
fighting workshop meant as preparation for the 
following two days of auditions for two movies 
that, if all goes according to plan, will be shot 
in Austin next summer. Both films, Owti3d and 
Templar: Honor Among Thieves, are action mov- 
ies heavily laden with street-fighting scenes, as 
well as those involving mixed martial arts, and 
their respective directors were scouting stunt 
doubles. But even more so, they were looking 
for the special breed of actor who would be able 
to act and perform his or her own stunts. Hence 
the event’s location. Master Yi Martial Arts 
Academy, where actors go to become acting 
stunt fighters and where martial-arts or street 
fighters go to become stunt-fighting actors. 

Akin to litigation animation as a potential 
moneymaker for art-school majors, stunt fight- 
ing is a lucky niche for the fresh-out-of-film- 
school set, glowing in their Bachelors of Arts 
in Creativity yet having scant more than a 
rusted pot to piss in. At Master Yi Martial Arts 
Academy, instructors clad with black belts offer 
to take the wannabe stars and the has-beens, 
those into film or those into the art of kicking 
ass, and help mold their slack into something 
of a career. It’s the Juilliard of action training. 

After emigrating to the United States from 
South Korea, Grand Master Wonik Yi founded 
the World Tukong Moosul Federation and 
has been teaching Tukong Moosul, a style of 
martial arts he invented, in Austin since 1982. 
There have been a handful of Tukong acad- 
emies up and running in Texas (South Austin, 
Cedar Creek, Kerrville, and Odessa) for several 
years now, but about one year ago, Janell Smith 
- who has two black belts and has been part 
of Yi’s Tukong Moosul organization for four 
years and a martial artist for 12 - approached 
Yi about opening a stunt-fighting-training acad- 
emy in Austin. And thus, the Fighting Stunts 
Association and Action Film Institute was born 
in November 2006, the organization well- 
stocked with experienced professional stunt- 
fighting instructors. 

“The idea came from working on the film 
Sin City with Mr. Frank Miller, Mr. Robert 
Rodriguez, and Ms. Devon Aoki,” Yi says. 
Miller, Sin City’s creator/co-director, and the 
stunning Aoki, who plays the silent and deadly 
Miho in the film, earned honorary black belts 
in Tukong Moosul. Working so closely with the 


directors and an actor of such a big-budget film 
made Smith and Yi realize their potential to run 
a successful stunt-fighting academy, particular- 
ly after the results came in: Aoki’s martial-arts 
stunts were breathtaking, her debilitating kicks 
and weapons-hurling poetically devastating. 

“After we worked with Devon Aoki in Sin 
City,” says Smith, “she was contacted by many 
other directors to work on action scenes, so we 
really made her look good for Sin City, because 
she’s not a martial artist.” 

In the past year since the academy opened, 
membership has swelled to 75 and continues 
to grow, as the stunt-fighting academy has 
proven to be a valuable niche in Austin’s grow- 
ing film industry. “Our organization special- 
izes in providing training for action actors and 
actors who wish to make themselves more 
marketable by being able to do their own 
action and stunts,” Yi says. “Every action film 
has screen fighting, choreography, stunts. We 
provide it all, down to the action director. We 
train and do the real thing, so why not teach 
actors to use it safely in films?” 

Grand Master Yi's Beginnings 

Grand Master Yi, though certainly not a 
household name here in Austin, is something 
of a star in Korea (a documentary is currently 
being made about the grand master) and has 
an impressive background. Keeper of a ninth- 
degree black belt, an 18th-generation sword 
warrior, and a former master instructor of the 
New Jersey Police Special Weapons and Tactics 
team, Yi entered the world of martial arts in 
1964, at the age of 5, when he began his stud- 
ies at the Dae Yeon Sa Temple. In 1979, Yi 
went into the South Korean special forces and 
then, like your average 19-year-old fresh out 
of school, competed in the World Martial Arts 
Tournament and became the world champion. 
Seeking to improve and perfect its army’s fight- 
ing style, the South Korean government called 
on the world champion to invent one. “Tukong 
Moosul is based on the distance theory,” Yi 
explains via e-mail. “The martial artist practic- 
ing Tukong is trained in four areas: throwing 
(leverage techniques), punching (hand tech- 
niques), kicking (foot techniques), and weap- 
ons (extended body techniques).” 

With that kind of background, Yi’s move 
into the action-movie business seems almost as 
absurd as Arnold Schwarzenegger’s career path 
from Mr. Olympia to Mr. Governor. Almost. 
However, what is not so surprising, based on 
Yi’s background, is his affinity toward teach- 
ing; he has a doctorate in education. 

“I wanted to become a teacher of martial arts 
to honor my master, Eun Kwang Bup Sa,” Yi 
says. “[He] taught, ‘Jeong Shin 11 Do, Ha Sa Bui 
Sung.’ Translated, this means that when one 
summons one’s mind, heart (body), and spirit 
in one direction together, nothing is impossible, 
and you can accomplish anything that you 
desire.” Yi says his goal is to offer and impart to 
his students all of the knowledge, wisdom, and 



philosophy that he has acquired through his 
years of training. But perhaps it is not so incon- 
gruous for the venerable martial-arts master to 
want to train the next Jet Li over the next SWAT- 
team leader. One look into Yi’s jolly face, which 
scrunches into a smile easily and frequently, 
and it’s obvious he’s happier training pretend 
warriors than real ones. “The students that are 
willing to listen and work hard will find direc- 
tion in their life,” Yi says. “They will become 
humble beings, with a great understanding 
of self-accomplishment, self-esteem, and an 
understanding of the importance of life.” 

Back at the Workshop 

Right at 6pm, I strolled into Master Yi 
Martial Arts Academy, put my shoes and socks 
in a cubbyhole, and following the lead of a few 
men and women wearing black robes with the 
Tukong Moosul insignia stitched on the lapels, 
I bowed, timidly, before entering the practice 
space. The room is lined with mirrors, except 
for a corner of the large room, which is lined 
with a case filled with bow staffs and assorted 
instruments of death. 


Grand Master Yi and Janell Smith stood 
at the entrance of the studio, beaming at the 
large turnout. A tall man wearing a skin-tight 
bodysuit that outlined his defined biceps and 
calf and thigh muscles had just arrived from 
Ohio; a tall, trim beauty from New York City 
breezed in, having driven directly from the 
airport; a group of young men flipped and 
kicked in a comer. While everyone in the 
room appeared to be athletic and fit, it was 
pretty clear the acting experience was concen- 
trated among the women, whereas the men, 
who eagerly demonstrated their stunt-fighting 
skills - backflips, high kicks, nunchaku demos 
- appeared to have the action moves down but 
were looking for a little acting guidance. 

And so it went. The ladies were shepherded 
into a smaller practice room with the good- 
natured Master Ali Brown to leam the basics of 
the Tukong Moosul stunt-fighting style, while 
Yi and some of the academy’s other instructors 
helped improve the men’s techniques for falling 
and realistically fake-sparring with one another. 

Brown’s lesson plans began with him teach- 
ing us the proper way to “kee-op,” which is

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essentially the scream that fighters, stunt or oth- 
erwise, emit when they are performing strenu- 
ous fighting moves against an opponent. (I’ve 
always thought it sounded more like “hee-aw!”) 
According to Brown, a literal translation of “kee- 
op” is “energy forward.” The image was helpful, 
as we were instructed to step forward while we 
jabbed the air and screamed our kee-ops, all 
the while studying the expressions on our faces. 
I tried to force myself to keep my eyes on my 
own reflection, not looking at the other women 
around me. I stepped forward with my right leg, 
and, simultaneously hiking up my left leg and 
raising my small right fist in the air, I shouted 
with all the ferocity I could muster: “Kee-op!” I 
couldn’t help but wonder, “Do I look as stupid 
as I feel right now?” Aside from being kind, 
patient, and good at what he does, Brown is a 
mind reader. “Don’t forget to look at yourselves 
in the mirror,” he said, staring at me. 

After a good five minutes of jabbing and 
screaming, stepping and kicking, Yi entered 
the ladies’ practice space to tell us how ugly 
we looked. “A good kee-op is no kee-op,” he 
informed. That night, Yi was full of this brand of 


acting philosophy. “Good acting is no acting,” 
he repeated several times. From then on, Brown 
instructed our kicks and punches to be accom- 
panied by tight, quick, slightly closed-mouth 
breaths - audible but not forced-sounding. 
Good kee-op, no kee-op; good acting, no act- 
ing. Inherently, it’s a good philosophy, but how 
does a person pretend-fight realistically if she 
can’t fight to begin with? Train at a stunt-fighting 
academy, I suppose. “Remember, stunt fighting 
is 50 percent body fight and 50 percent eye 
fight,” Yi called as he walked out of our space. 

It was at this point in the basic training when 
my left hand involuntarily went to meet my fragile, 
tormented hair, twisting compulsively as the 10 of 
us were told to form two lines and demonstrate 
the two or three different high kicks and turn 
kicks we were taught minutes prior. Only two of 
the girls in the room had had previous martial-arts 
training, but they all picked up on the moves fairly 
easily - the New York actress, the three Friday 
Night Lights extras, the tough, attractive boxer 
with a chain tattooed around her ankle. Everyone 
but me. Still, it was undeniably the most fun three 
hours I’ve ever spent humiliating myself. 


Lights, Camera ••• 

Bright and early Saturday, Dec. 1, Janell 
Smith, dressed in a smart, sleek suit, walked 
about the lobby of Master Yi Martial Arts 
Academy, poked her head into the two 
rooms where the two summer action films’ 
auditions were being held, and all around 
monitored the process. Actors looked over 
sides and filled out applications while, for 
10 minutes at a time, those auditioning read 
lines for a particular part and followed the 
reading with a brief showcase of their fight- 
ing/martial-arts repertoire. 

Templar: Honor Among Thieves (www.temp 
lar-movie.com), which will be produced and 
directed by Rene Flinojosa, is a spaghetti 
Western of sorts about four fortune hunt- 
ers - an antihero, femme fatale, thief, and 
mercenary - on a quest to claim “the ulti- 
mate prize.” The film pays tribute to the 
classic tales of Western mythology and its 
character archetypes and is, naturally, set in 
“a galaxy on the brink of chaos.” Hinojosa, 
who attended Friday’s workshop to preview 
the stunt-fighting hopefuls, wanted to make 
clear to those auditioning for Templar what 
he seeks in an actor. “I’m impressed with the 
physical aspect, but I’m looking for passion, 
desire, and attitude.” 


The last of the weekend’s auditions did 
not mark the end of the Fighting Stunts 
Association and Action Film Institute’s 
involvement with Hinojosa’s and Hergott’s 
films. Since Sin City, the institute has become 
more involved in film production rather than 
just writing the choreography and training 
the actors and will be co-producing both 
films. “We’ve worked with like 10 directors 
this past year, and they’re offering workshops 
here for acting, just to cover everything in 
action filming, from acting to doing stunts to 
the martial arts to falling to wire works, even 
pyrotechnics,” Smith says. “We want to be a 
one-stop shop for directors or producers.” All 
who make the final cuts will attend weekly 
training classes at Master Yi Martial Arts 
Academy. (The classes, Thursdays at 7pm, are 
also open to the Austin community at large.) 

Though I stared at the audition application 
for a while (motorcycle experience?), in the end 
I didn’t audition for either movie. At the previ- 
ous night’s workshop, Grand Master Yi distrib- 
uted certificates of excellence for completing 
the workshop. He instructed us to write our 
strengths and weaknesses on the backs of our 
certificates, and next to our weaknesses, we 
were to write down methods of improvement. 
“You say, ‘I’m fat,”’ he offered as an example. 
“What you gonna do? Less eat.” “I play with

Writer/director James Hergott echoed a 
similar attitude while scouting for actors. He 
wanted skilled martial artists but animated 
performers, as well. Yi nodded behind him:

Hergott’s Own3d (www.ownedentertain 
ment.com) is an action thriller set in the world 
of mixed martial arts and will be shot in 
HD24 digital-video format. Hergott explained 
that the film’s shooting might take place in 
Canada if not Austin.

AFS Documentary Tour 
presents 'Audience of One'

At first blush, one expects that Michael 
Jacobs’ Audience of One will be another doc 
about what happens when bad things happen 
to the best-of-intentioned film productions. 
You know, films of the you-couldn’t-make- 
this-up ilk, like Lost in La Mancha or American 
Movie. Or those so hilariously made-up, like 
Christopher Guest’s Waiting for Guffman. Stir 
in the fact that the subject of the film is a 
charismatic, larger-than-life Pentecostal pas- 
tor/hopeful director (his crew, in part, a merry 
band of the talking-in-tongues faithful) and 
that the directive to make the “greatest film 
ever made,” a $50 million biblical science-fic- 
tion epic, was issued from the lips of none 
other than J.C. himself, and, well, now we’re 
thinking Hell House, another doc about faith- 
obsessed, wildly theatrical Pentecostals. Truth 

is, Jacobs’ first feature is all of the above - but 
a lot more. Masterfully edited by Austin’s 
own Kyle Henry (Room), the camerawork and 
direction finessed on the scene by Jacobs, 
essentially working solo, Audience of One man- 
ages, as the best docs will, to tell a resonant, 
character-driven story that makes us think, all 
the while laughing and cringing. 

Which is exactly how Jacobs felt as he 
accompanied the indomitable and eternally 
optimistic Richard Gazowsky on his pro- 
duction juggernaut. Jacobs first learned of 
the church’s cinematic aspirations in a SF 
Weekly article at a time when Jacobs, a self- 
taught rookie filmmaker who’d previously 
made a few shorts and done some television 
work, was looking for a local, low-budget 
feature with a strong narrative. The scene at 
Gazowsky’s church, Jacobs recalls, “had a 
very San Francisco quality to it, with lots of 
misfit-y looking people - a really raw, tangible 
experience. They do this rock & roll Christian 
thing for an hour where they dance and pray 
and get drunk on the Holy Spirit, as they call 

it, and then the pastor gets up and updates 
the congregation on the current trials and 
tribulations of his filmmaking endeavors. I 
knew immediately this was it!” 

Jacobs determined from the outset to give 
the Pentecostals’ story a nonjudgmental, fly- 
on-the-wall verite rendition in the best Maysles 
Brothers tradition and to be completely “trans- 
parent with them,” as well as careful, and 
above all, to avoid exploiting them. But he 
became concerned, as he logged footage and 
face time with the inexperienced Pentecostals 
who, with God as their co-producer and 
despite seriatim production, personnel, and 
equipment failures - the most breathtaking of 
which occurred on a big-budget 10-day shoot 
in Italy with a cast and crew of 40 - remained 
unfazed and undaunted. Wouldjacobs, too, be 
co-opted by their baseless optimism? 


Later, Jacobs became exhausted by their 
blind faith and “warm and fuzzy” attitudes. 
“Though that probably made for a better 
second half of the film,” Jacobs explained, 
“because the viewer is undoubtedly thinking, 
as well they should, ‘Thank God, there’s a 
little distancing going on here,’ as they watch 
the wheels come off the production.” It was 
that pesky journalistic conundrum - that of 
maintaining some distance from the subject 
(or at least the illusion of it) - famously 
described in the Eighties by Janet Malcolm 
in the pages of The New Yorker: “Spending so 
much time around them, it was hard to keep 
that separation between my professional 
responsibilities and my personal relation- 
ship with them. It was a constant balancing 
- I needed for them to trust me and to feel 
comfortable with me and yet I was a little bit 
uncomfortable with that need. ... I couldn’t 
pretend that I agreed with them - so at times 
when I was having a hard time understand- 
ing or believing what they were saying, I 
had to keep my mouth shut, which though 
arguably insincere, I guess was part of the 
filmmaking process.” 

Austin Chronicle: What was Gazowsky and the 
church’s reaction to the film when they saw it? 
[The film won a Special Jury Award at South by 
Southwest 07.] 

Michael Jacobs: He loved it. I’ve heard that 
he makes all new church members watch the 
film. ... It was amazing when they saw the 
film internally at the church and in the secu- 
lar world at South by Southwest and also at 
the San Francisco Film Festival that they saw 
this film through my eyes and the audience’s 
eyes, and even with that kind of reality-check- 
ing, they still have this commitment to their 
pastor’s vision, something I don’t understand 
and probably never will. Richard was also, of 


course, realizing all of the opportunities at 
hand, as he’s been quoted in The Washington 
Post and on NPR and in The New York Times. 
AC: Did you have any sense that Gazowsky or 
any of the others realized what a disaster the 
shoot in Italy was? The production pratfalls, 
the equipment malfunctions, the cheeky talent, 
the fatal lack of preparation - all of it roll-on- 
the-ground hilarious, so long as you weren’t 
part of the production. 

MJ:I think it was all a big game to him - he’s 
so childlike that he doesn’t feel accountable at 
all. That part of his brain is just not switched 
on. I’ve very rarely seen him really rattled. 
Italy was a further example of this. I’m look- 
ing around and seeing the troops a little bit 
defeated, and I’m seeing some of these people 
who have worked tirelessly for very little or no 
money have things go terribly wrong, and I’m 
looking at their faces and thinking it has to be 
reaching them that this is not going well at all. 
But it’s amazing - their attitudes - it sounds 
so cliched, but they live by the idea that the 
journey is the reward. And so this journey, 
though so irresponsible to me, for them is just 
a part of their stepping out in faith. And again, 
part of me admires that. ... It almost seems 
like they wanted to set up this biblicallike 
struggle - partly because there are lots of ex- 
addicts and lost souls within their community 
that they’re used to this feeling of discomfort. 
... I think it’s a healthier version of drugs or 
drinking, which used to be a large part of their 
lives, so if they’re filling that gap through their 
commitment to the pastor and his belief sys- 
tem, as challenging and painful as that is, it’s 
probably healthier than the other way. 

AC: There is, as you’ve mentioned, a distinct 
shift in the second half of the film, when they 
return from the Italy shoot to rent this huge 
production facility in San Francisco and then 
really run aground, and the production halted 


due to lack of funding. How did this affect your 
narrative expectations? 

MJ: This was frustrating to me, because all of 
a sudden my narrative was changing, and it 
took me awhile to realize that their inactivity 
and inability to continue was just as vital a 
part of my story as anything I’d anticipated. 

. . . When I was shooting, I was constantly 
thinking about the narrative, which I saw as 
such a great, beautifully packaged arc within 
these characters and their stories, and I had 
to shift because all of a sudden they stopped, 
and how do you make stoppage a part of 
the narrative? Luckily, I had a great editor, 
Kyle Henry, who really helped out with that 
process in the editing room. One of Kyle’s 
largest contributions was that he pushed me 
to keep shooting throughout the edit as he 
saw missing B-roll, gaps in the narrative, or 
certain scenes not coming together. This was 
key to what you see in the third act, much of 
it shot while Kyle edited. 

AC: What would you like people to take away 
from your film about Richard Gazowsky? 

MJ: I love him, and I hate him - and I would 
love it if people got that. I celebrate him, 
and I’m terrified of him. All of those things 
are in play, and if the audience can feel that, 
then I’ve succeeded. I want people to think 
about themselves, the world, faith in a cer- 
tain kind of way - but I love those comedic 
elements, and I love characters like these. 
You couldn’t make them up. They deserve 
to be celebrated. And there is a fine line 
between celebration and exploitation, and 
I walked that fine line. At times I feel like I 
was very responsible with that and, at oth- 
ers, irresponsible. ■

Largely hailed as 
the best show on 
television, HBO's 
The Wire began 
its final season as 
riveting as ever.

Just when you thought there was nothing 
to watch on TV something old and something 
new turned up on the small screen. The strange 
thing is the something old feels like new (The 
Wire, HBO), and the something new feels like 
a retread (Cashmere Mafia, ABC). 

I have to admit to falling away from The Wire 
only because I’d convinced myself that it was 
better watched in one fell swoop on DVD. But 
I was curious about the new season, which 
takes a hard look at the role of the press. I also 
wanted to see if I could follow the show after a 
couple of seasons away. Thankfully, I was not 
disappointed. The story is so well-executed 
and the characters so well-drawn that, even 
if I had forgotten a certain character or plot 
point, I never lost my bearings. The Wire kept 
me riveted, reminding me of that glorious lost 
weekend when I watched the first season on 
DVD in its entirety. No doubt about it: The 
Wire is the must-watch series of Sunday night. 

Not so glorious is Cashmere Mafia, which pre- 
mieredthisweekon AB C . This hybrid of Despera te 
Housewives and Sex and die City (SATC’s creator, 
Darren Star, is an executive producer) aims for 
the best of both but doesn’t hit any marks with 
precision. Cashmere Mafia is high on appearance 
(the clothes, the parties, the texting) and low on 
content. Billed as a boy’s club for women fled by 
Lucy Liu), this series heavily banks on the snappy 
retort and quick wrap-up, largely eschewing a 
substantive look at how successful career women 
survive in the multiple worlds - business, plea- 
sure, parenting - that demand a piece of them. 

The Wire airs Sundays at 8pm on HBO. 
Cashmere Mafia will regularly air on Wednesdays 
at 9pm on ABC. If you missed the pilot or 
sneak peek, find it online at ABC.com.

The WGA Strike 

The strike goes on, but late-night chat is up 
and running again. CBS’ David Letterman 
and Craig Ferguson and NBC’s Jay Leno 
and Conan O’Brien returned last week (the 
former with writing staff, the latter without). 
Jon Stewart and Stephen Colbert returned 
to their respective shows on Comedy Central 
(without writers) this week. Real Time With 
Bill Maher returns, after a scheduled break, 
on Friday, Jan. 11, at 10pm on HBO. 

Elsewhere, the plot thickens. After weeks of 
wrangling, the Golden Globes ceremony will go 
on, albeit not in the originally intended broadcast 
version.

“There's no roots-music scene 
here,” presumes Keith Mallette, 
one-half of Hillgrass Bluebilly 
Entertainment, a new booking 
agency that recently set up shop on 
North Loop and specializes in roots 
music "raw and primal, with pas- 
sion, conviction, and balls.” 

Mallette formed the company in 
Phoenix in 2005, bringing to town 
acts like the Weary Boys and 
Scott H. Biram, and has since 
established branches in Indiana 
and Tennessee. Hillgrass is current- 
ly compiling a double tribute album 
to Hank Williams and Leadbelly, 

Hiram and Huddie, which features 
locals Chili Cold Blood, Wayne 
Hancock, and Tucson's Bob Log 
III, among others. “We’re trying to 
start a movement by reintroducing 
our American roots through these new American acts,” Mallette says. On 
Saturday, Bluebilly presents Possessed by Paul James, Tom VandenAvond, 
Legendary Shack Shakers’ J.D. Wilkes, and Biram at the Oaks in Manor, a 
show that’s being filmed by Germany’s Slowboat Films for The Folksinger: A 
Tale of God, Love & Redemption. Konrad Wert, the Kerrville-based special-edu- 
cation teacher behind Paul James, stars as himself in the film. “The subtext of 
the story is loosely based on what I’m trying to do as a musician, the inner 
demons I have to face while trying to succeed and make a living for my family,” 
explains Wert, who met director Mark Littler through fellow one-man band 
John Schooley. “There are going to be moments when it's just two guys 
throwing ideas back and forth in swimming holes and barbecue joints. There's 
going to be a lot of pickin’ - I know that much.” 


Driving into Taylor, only 45 minutes northeast of the cap- 
ital, is like Tobey Maguire entering Pleasantville. “It’s a 
different world down here,” concurs punk rock pioneer and 
Black Flag founder Greg Ginn, who’s in the process of 
relocating his seminal SST Records from its Long Beach, 
Calif., headquarters, citing Taylor’s proximity to the Austin 
music scene and a major airport as deciding factors. “It 
was time for a change, and I like the feel of small towns. 
Everyone here is real friendly. I feel a little bit like the 
newly converted. I’m buying Texas everything." Along with 
a few cases of Shiner Bock, Ginn purchased a two-story 
building in Taylor’s historic downtown that was originally 
constructed in 1918 as a Model-T assembly shop and 
dealership. The facility features a soon-to-be-completed 
1,500-square-foot studio, living quarters, a full kitchen, 
elevator, two offices, and space for a small greenhouse, in 
which Ginn hopes to grow tomatoes. Between SST and its 
two subsidiaries, Cruz and New Alliance, Ginn has put 
out more than 700 albums via acts ranging from Meat 
Puppets and the Dicks to Sonic Youth and the 
Minutemen, making the downstairs warehouse feel like 
a Harry £*■ Ransom Center collection of the 
1980s DIY tjK movement. “This music keeps getting 


passed down through younger people," Ginn grins, sur- 
rounded by boxes of T-shirts with classic slogans like “Kill 
Bono" and “Corporate Rock Still Sucks.” 

Following a decadelong hiatus, SST resurfaced in 
2007 with three of Ginn’s projects, including his first 
foray into Western swing with the Taylor Texas 
Corrugators' Bent Edge and Mojack's latest funk 
fusion, Under the Willow Tree. Gone’s 10th release, the 
aptly titled double album The Epic Trilogy, boasts three 
jazz-rock progressions - presented both with and with- 
out vocal accompaniment from the Bad Brains' H.R. - 
that delve into trance, dubstep, and atonal psychedelia. 
Ginn’s also working with Austin-based visual artist Joey 
Keeton on a multimedia electroclash project called 
Jambang, which he hopes to tour with beginning in 
April. “I'm proud of Black Flag and all that, but I’m not 
really interested in playing monkey for anybody; throw 
some coins in a cup, and I’ll regurgitate some songs I 
wrote when I was 11 years old,” Ginn riffs. “I realize 
that some people aren't in the same place as me 
sometimes - most never are - but right now I just want 
to focus on my music. I’ve got a lot to catch up on, and 
this keeps things a lot simpler."

Indefinable Magic 

Ernie Durawa does the Monsta mash

Tucked away in an otherwise nondescript 
strip mall on Brodie Lane, in far South Austin 
below William Cannon, in an area no one 
thinks of as hip, the Evangeline Cafe is jumpin’. 
Inside, every table is full. Outside, people 
lounge around, smoking, talking, laughing. It’s 
like this nearly every Friday night, the one day 
of the week when the restaurant’s nightly live 
music continues late into the evening. 

Past the cash register, below a large, official- 
looking sign that reads, “Evangeline Hwy,” a 
waitress snakes her way through the crowd 
balancing two platters of softshell-crab po’boys 
in one hand and an Abita beer in the other. 
A middle-aged man scratches his 5 o’clock 
shadow as he looks around for an empty table. 
The hostess offers him and his party of four a 
table on the patio, yet it’s clear they’re here not 
only to eat but also to see the band. He shakes 
his head and opts to wait for seating inside. 

In the comer formed by red velvet drapes and 
the front window, Ernie Durawa sits behind his 
drum kit, Pro-Mark drumsticks in hand. The burly 
Matt Smith stmms his guitar as Brian Mitchell sets 
the volume on his electric piano. Band members 
Joe Morales, Rich Stanmyre, and Aaron Lacke are 
shifting in their places, ready to roll. 

With a nod and dram count-off into “Tango,” 
the Monstas scare up their funkified Texas-New 
York-New Orleans sound, replete with second- 
line rhythms, boogie-woogie piano, and steel 
pan drums. Steel pan drams? Yes. That’s why 
they’re the Monstas. 


A Touch of Ginger 

“We started out as the New York Monsters,” 
explains Durawa, the Austin-by-way-of-San- 
Antonio stickman whose long and impressive 
resume from Chicano soul bands of the 1950s 
(“A Browner Shade of Black,” Dec. 28, 2007) 
to the Grammy-winning Texas Tornados land- 
ed him on the cover of the Chronicle in 2003 
(“Designated Drummer,” May 23, 2003). 
“But Matt [Smith] and Brian [Mitchell] said it 
like ‘monsta’ because they’re from New York, 
and it stuck. Now we’re just the Monstas, 
and all because Ginger said she liked one of 
our songs.” 

A palpably painful silence sets in. 

Ginger is Ginger Shults, Ernie’s wife and 
partner of 25 years who died in June 2006. 
Shults is well-remembered in local circles 
for both her courage in battling lung can- 
cer that moved to her thyroid, brain, and 
finally her pancreas and for being a scrappy 
vice president of the Austin Federation of 
Musicians Local 433. Her bulldog tenacity in 
the foxholes of the good fight for Central Texas 
musicians is legendary. Upon hearing about 
institutional perks being offered local players, 
she once responded, “How about paying them 
a living wage?” 

That radically simple answer to tax breaks 
and health discounts was typical of Shults’ 
candor. Someone once suggested that 
musicians were in the business for fun, to 
which Ginger snapped, “You load out of the 
Elephant Room at 3am, and tell me it’s fun!” 


Yet away from the politics of work, which she 
regularly carried home with her and worked 
on late into the evening, Shults was a devoted 
fan of her husband’s music. After listening 
to a track called “Jesus in Mexico” that her 
husband recorded with friends, she com- 
mented that she liked the song and it should 
be recorded. In that laboratory of thought, 
the Monstas were born. 

Technically, the Monstas were bom the 
moment Ernie Durawa met New York guitarist 
Matt Smith, when both worked at the National 
Guitar Workshop in 2002. Smith introduced 
the drummer to Brian Mitchell, whose credits 
include Bob Dylan, A1 Green, and Levon Helm. 
Lightning stmck when the three were in the 
studio with sax man Joe Morales and bassist 
Rich Stanmyre. The creature on the slab sat up 
and started walking. 

“This band is just an amalgam of our influ- 
ences,” shrugs Matt Smith genially over the 
Manhattan crackle of his cell phone. “Brian 
spent a lot of time in New Orleans and played 
with Walter Wolfman Washington. I spent a 
little time there too and was influenced by the 
music. Who isn’t? Texas, too. 

“I’m from New York, but my parents and 
Brian’s both lived in Austin. After I met Ernie 
at the workshop, I asked him to get some guys 
to play with us, and it grew from there.” 

Bringing the Monstas to life wasn’t kid’s 
play for Durawa or Smith, who leads the 
Chop Shop clinics for Ovation and Hamer 
guitars when he’s not touring the world 
for the National Guitar Workshops. Once 
the basic group was in order, they tweaked 
it with the addition of Austin-based steel 
pan player Aaron Lack. By early 2006, the 
Monstas were in the studio stirring their 
unholy gumbo of Texas-laced, New York- 
fueled, New Orleans funk. 


All that musical geography resulted in 
a sublimely soulful jazzy-rock sound that 
made perfect sense. Although half the band 
members live in Austin and half in New York 
City, 1-35 and 1-95 are connected by 1-10 
through Louisiana. 

“It’s the long-distance relationship that real- 
ly works,” quips Smith. 

Faith, Prayer, Friends, Music 

For Durawa, the triumph of the group’s 
debut recording, Meet the Monstas (“Texas 
Platters,” July 6, 2007), was overshadowed 
by Shults’ failing health. His induction into 
the Texas Music Hall of Fame, March 2004, 
had come during the early stages of his 
wife’s cancer. He’d pasted a smile on his face 
during the mayor’s proclamation of Ernie 
Durawa Day on Feb. 3, 2005; no one knew 
he and Ginger had just left the doctor’s office 
with her grim prognosis. 
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“I drove away from the doctor’s and said 
I didn’t want to go, but Ginger said, ‘You’re 
going, and I’m going with you.’ I had to play 
a song, then speak. I don’t even remember 
what I said. I mumbled something to the 
mayor, then the audience. I did say, ‘This is 
for you, Ginger.’ 

“It’s been a rough time since then, especially 
this time of year. 

“She fought for the musicians in this town, 
and she won a lot of cases, but her job was 
rough. Her job at the union was nothing 
but confrontation. Confrontation with record 
labels, with musicians, with clubs, with pro- 
ducers. Constant confrontation. We’d go out, 
and more musicians knew 
her than me. Or they would 
squirm when they saw her.” 

He chuckles at the memory. 

What gets a person through 
that kind of wrenching loss? 

It’s not the jolt of a sudden 
heart attack or the shock of 
a car accident. It’s a loss 
lived moment by moment, 
the slow sapping of life, the 
energy drained from both 
the person suffering the ill- 
ness and those in their lives. 

Ginger Shults’ death wasn’t 
the only darkness in Ernie Durawa’s life. 

“I lost my sister; I lost Doug [Sahm] ; I lost 
my wife,” grimaces the drummer. “I lost Freddy 
[Fender] ; I lost Rocky [Morales] . Where does it 
stop? It doesn’t. Fife goes on.” 

He reflects on the four things that have 
always given him strength and grounding: 
“Faith, prayer, friends. Music.” 

That desire to play music has been Durawa’s 
salvation, the art of his life. Both the Texas 
Tornados and his group Fos Jazz Vatos had a 


flurry of activity the last two years, but mostly 
it was the Monstas he poured his creative 
energy into. That this side project proved so 
viable wasn’t exactly a surprise to its members, 
but Matt Smith thinks the strength of Austin’s 
music community helped. 

“When we come to Austin, everyone 
embraces this band,” he affirms. “There’s an 
indefinable magic that happens sometimes. 
Just get the right people together at the right 
time and playing for the right reasons. You 
don’t plan it; it just happens. We have a lot 
of interesting characters in the band, person- 
alitywise, and there’s a lot of humor in the 
Monstas’ music.” 

“New York has more 
fragmented circles,” Smith 
continues. “There’s a jazz 
circle, blues circle, rock 
circle. But in Austin, every- 
one hangs out together. I 
find that one of the most 
exciting music scenes I’ve 
seen. There are real music 
fans who nurture and love 
the scene. Austin is one 
of the coolest places in 
the world. I’m in love with 
it, and Ernie’s the unof- 
ficial mayor.” 

Both Matt and “the unofficial mayor” are 
already hinting at a second Monstas CD, 
though Durawa is very attached to the first, 
which is dedicated to Ginger Shults. 

“Her spirit’s all over it,” attests Ernie Durawa. 

And within. ■

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HORSE + DONKEY 

Horse + Donkey’s debut meets the 
imagery of filmmaker Alejandro Jodorowsky 
at the crossroads of shadowy figures and 
lysergic imagery, the soundtrack to a prism- 
hued trip. At 15 songs, Horse + Donkey 
deftly delivers a companion to the local 
trio’s live shows, which are all about dynam- 
ics. Guitarist Jaime Zuverza and bassist 
Oliver Valdez rarely play in tandem; instead, 
Valdez keeps a galloping, shape-shifting 
bassline going under Zuverza’s staccato 
axe work, while drummer Luis Martinez 
fills in just outside the lines, creating a 
textured drone that slithers and bucks. 

On opener “At a Station,” strum becomes 
a heatstroked surge of guitar as Zuverza 
offers this Mancunian bit: “Draw a circle in 
the dark air; spiral staircase grows a white 
hair. You were looking for a little pleasure, 
but it was already measured.” The lyrical 
fodder of Horse + Donkey is obtuse, and 
it’s often hard to understand what Zuverza’s 
singing about under the reverb. The music, 
however, is hypnotic, jerky, moody. “Riddle,” 
with its paranoid skitter of rhythm, and the 
clumsy, gripping momentum of “Indian” 
demonstrate the group’s muscle, closer 
“Big End” bringing the drone back around 
with Krautrock precision. There's more 
Manchester in the opening chords of “Dead 
Dog” and “Amorous Mare,” but as with the 
balance of Horse + Donkey, it’s filtered in an 
appropriately possessed manner.

THE CRACK PIPES 

Emo's, Jan. 5 

The return of the Crack Pipes marked 
the apex of Emo’s nine-day, overwhelmingly 
local Free Week, the Austin R&B punks’ first 
performance since South by Southwest 07 
and guitarist Billy Steve Korpi’s diagnosis 
with leukemia. Back in proselytizing form 
with a black porkpie hat and his irrepress- 
ible grin, Korpi’s taking the stage may be 
but one step in his recovery, but there’s no 
denying the spark he ignited in the Pipes’ 
set. By that point, the evening’s 13-act ros- 
ter on three stages had mostly peaked. The 
Anchor cast off first inside, the former Idle 
Kids growling, “It’s all right for the weekend,” 
while Lalaland set a more temperate pace 
outside with the melodic crescendos of 
Mumbo Jumbo. Holding court in the Lounge, 
La Snacks’ Robert Segovia spouted cynical 
through “Emo Kind of Love,” even as the 


mic blew out. Brazos, cementing a stellar 
lineup with added guitarist Austin Jenkins 
and drummer Andy Beaudoin, exploded with 
the desperation of "Mary Jo” and sultry 
leer of "Mrs. Virginia” at the same time as 
Masonic’s pop-rock highlighted the inside 
stage behind the Eryn Gettys’ effervescent 
take on Del Shannon’s "Runaway." Mothfight, 
though flitting the spotlight as a trio, main- 
tained force by loading up on the loops, 
but the night belonged to the Crack Pipes. 
Korpi’s garage licks lit up “Rescue Party” 
and rolled ecstatic through singer/shouter 
Ray Pride’s moaning blues of "The World Is 
a Crooked Place” and Magic Sam’s “What 
Have I Done Wrong.” Though the full-house 
mob never reached usual Free Week frenzy, 
thinning for the Strange Boys’ slurry set and 
Cruiserweight’s sweet pop-punk weaponry, 

Car Stereo (Wars) packed both pit and stage 
in a mash-up maelstrom closing the Lounge. 
As Pride declared in the Crack Pipes’ send- 
off, “Record Player Party,” all hail rock & roll!

ERNEST GONZALES 

While on Saturn's Rings

Ernest Gonzales makes 
music like Martha Stewart 
makes beds: clean and 
crisp.

the San Antonio family man’s bedroom beats 
and drum-machine eclectics hint at Austin’s 
Octopus Project but without the energy and 
drive. That plants him firmly in the ambient 
category, manipulated guitar, keys, and percus- 
sion on opener “Reminisce” and “One Type 
of Adaptation” begging for climax. “Sophia’s 
Lullaby” is remote yet beautifully chilling, but 
the techno ticks of “Rockstar Sequence” 
destroy the calm. Emptiness is overwhelming 
until the closing Daedelus remix of the title 
track, where the innocence of a boy’s clear, 
enunciated voice is juxtaposed against the cold 
technologies of the 21st century. It’s here that 
Gonzales’ sweet nothings jump out from the 
background and become full-fledged experimen- 
tal emotion on disc.

CERRONATO 

Raices y Ramas 

There are many things 
to cheer on Cerronato’s 
second CD. First, on lead 
vocals, there’s Clemencia 
Zapata, who, in addi- 
tion to being a dynamic 
percussionist, charms with her understated 
contralto. Second, the carefully produced disc 
features Cerronato’s nimble mix of Colombian 
vallenato (rhythmic story-songs) and cumbia 
(enormously danceable story-songs) to cre- 
ate a happy-happy sound that belies some- 
times-somber lyrics (a murdered friend on 
"Mi Compadre Bernabe,” lost love on “Si Me 
Quieres”). A reinvention of Juanes’ “La Camisa 
Negra” is fun.

Sadly, 
Ra/'ces y Ramas (roots and branches) doesn’t 
go anywhere. There’s something to be said 
about fun, which the disc certainly delivers, 
but with such rich material and four of Austin’s 
most seasoned players, one can’t help but 
demand more.

A Long Day for the 
Weathervane 

Formerly the Sidehill 
Gougers, this local 
quartet lost part of their 
name, but it’s blossomed, 
unexpectedly, into a band. 

The Gougers’ third effort following an EP and 
LP A Long Day for the Weathervane spins with a 
newfound depth and electricity flowing through 
their alt. country. A lot of the credit belongs to 
producer Keith Gattis and some A-list local side- 
men, including Brad Rice, Bukka Allen, Taras 
Prodaniuk, Ken Coomer, and Brian Standefer. 
Bandleaders and vocalists Shane Walker and 
Jamie Wilson, who wrote the songs, deserve 
the lion’s share of kudos, however, recalling 
Gram and Emmylou or Ryan Adams on tunes as 
free and easy as “Dedend” and as achingly gor- 
geous as “Riding in a Lincoln Continental With 
Sylvia Plath."

Unclear on the Concept: The 44-year-old man who allegedly skipped out on a court appear- 
ance in April in Vernon, British Columbia, in connection with marijuana-growing was arrest- 
ed in December in Mission, British Columbia, when he applied for a job at the county jail. 
Also in December, police in Oakland, Calif., charged Jason Brooks, 24, who had just recently 
applied to be an Oakland police officer, with a string of 18 armed robberies dating back to 
May. (Brooks told the arresting officers that, still, he'd like to join the force.) 


In December, inmate Michael Polk (serving 
time for robbery and aggravated assault) filed a 
federal lawsuit against the Utah Department of 
Corrections for denying him the right to prop- 
erly practice his religion, Asatru. According to its 
teachings, adherents must communicate with 
ancient Nordic gods (such as Odin, Thor, and 
Heimdal) and for that, it is crucial that they have 
a Thor’s hammer, a mead hom (for drinking 
wassail), a drum of wood and boar skin, a “rune 
staff,” and a sword (though Polk graciously said 
he would accept a cardboard sword). 

THE ENTREPRENEURIAL 
SPIRIT! 

• A warehouse on Chicago’s West Side is “the 
world capital of fake (latex) vomit, where it’s 
still made the old-fashioned way, ladle by ladle, 
formed and coagulated,” reported the Chicago 
Tribune in December. Though it is not as popu- 
lar as 50 years ago (7,000 units sold yearly, 
compared to 60,000 then), Fun Inc. President 
Graham Putnam said, still, “It’s the best vomit 
on the market.” According to the awe-struck 
Tribune reporter: “The texture is soft and 
sturdy, pliable and complex, with ridges of 
multihued solid chunks looking like a jagged 
lunar landscape ... perfect for the bathroom, 
refrigerator, auto seat or sidewalk.” 

• Exciting Japanese Products: 1) The clothing 
company Konaka announced that it will start 
selling press-free men’s and women’s suits in 
February that can be cleaned by hanging them 
under a warm shower. 2) Not actually for sale 
is bra-maker Triumph International’s prototype 
“chopstick bra,” shown in November in Tokyo 
as an environment-friendly demonstration proj- 
ect. The bra houses two reusable chopsticks 
(to publicize a national campaign to discourage 
use of disposable ones), which can also be posi- 
tioned to enhance the wearer’s cleavage. 

• Leading Economic Indicator: Evangelical 
Christians, among all people of faith, seem 
excited to purchase products that reinforce 
their religious values, according to a marketer 
cited in a December Denver Post report, with 
the result an explosion of Jesus-themed mer- 
chandise such as Jesus riding a bull, surfing, 
and playing soccer; Jesus air-fresheners; and 
Grapes of Galilee wine. (Among the tackier 
products, according to a November report in 
London’s Daily Telegraph, are “thongs of praise” 
underwear with an image of the Madonna and 
child, as well as a template to place on a bread 
slice in an oven to create toast with the Virgin 
Mary’s likeness.) 

CUTTING-EDGE SCIENCE 

• Males Will Be Males: University of Lausanne 
(Switzerland) researchers discovered that not 
only are cichlid fish oriented to “oral sex” 
(because the female stores fertilizable eggs 
in her mouth) but that studlier males have 
evolved a trick to get females to open up: 
Superprocreative males create egglike growths 
on their fins, which females imagine are their 
own missing eggs and try to suck them up, 
thus improving the male’s opportunity to slip 
sperm in, according to a November report in 
New Scientist. 

• A research team led by Richard Hanson of 
Case Western Reserve University (Cleveland) 
has produced a colony of “supermice” whose 


physical abilities are the rodent equivalent of 
those of gifted humans. By modifying a single 
metabolism gene, researchers enhanced the 
mouse’s ability to use body fat for energy, cre- 
ating a mouse that can run five hours without 
stopping, live longer, and have three times 
as much sex as ordinary mice. According to 
Hanson, humans have exactly the same modi- 
fiable gene, “ [b]ut this is not something that 
you’d do to a human. It’s completely wrong.” 

• It is well-known that methane released 
by cattle forms a significant amount of the 
greenhouse gases in some countries, but get- 
ting people to abruptly drop beef from their 
diets might be unrealistic. However, a senior 
researcher for the Queensland (Australia) gov- 
ernment, Athol Klieve, told Agence France- 
Presse in December that it would be possible 
to transplant the stomach bacteria of kan- 
garoos into cows to reduce cattle’s gas-pass- 
ing proclivity to the much gentler level of 
kangaroos’ (since the latter have much more 
efficient digestive systems). 

NEWS THAT SOUNDS 
LIKE A JOKE 

1) Salt Lake City police reported that an out- 
of-town man was treated at a local hospital on 
Dec. 1 after being beaten up by gang members. 
The man had earlier mentioned to the gang- 
bangers that “Utah gangs” are not as tough 
as those from his hometown. 2) In October 
in West Palm Beach, Fla., Jacqueline Holmes 
filed a lawsuit against a nightclub named Coco 
Bongo for injuries after a disco ball fell from the 
ceiling and conked her on the head. 


FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

1) Ryan Holle, 25, is serving a life sentence 
(with no possibility of parole) in Florida even 
though his only connection to a 2003 murder 
was that he loaned his car to one of the killers. 
According to a December New York Times report, 
Florida, even when dispensing its second-worst 
punishment of all, does not restrict “aiding and 
abetting” to just those who consciously assist a 
murder. 2) Scott Masters, 41, faced a potential 
30-year sentence for shoplifting a doughnut 
in a Farmington, Mo., convenience store in 
September because, as he exited the store, he 
pushed a worker aside. Prosecutors said that 
“assault” made the crime a “strong-arm rob- 
bery” (but in December, a judge decided 90 
days in jail was more appropriate).

Small-Town News: 1) Nicholas Palmer, 22, 
briefly took to the woods near Swanville, 
Maine, in October after an altercation with 
his sister. He had tried to snip the cord of the 
clipper she was using to shave the family cat to 
rid it of fleas and ticks. 2) Robin Handel, 44, 
was arrested in Rowlett, Texas, in December 
and charged with conspiracy after allegedly 
convincing her mother to kill Robin’s husband 
to protect a romance she was having via the 
Internet. (The small-caliber handgun that the 
mother used failed to inflict life-threatening 
wounds, either to the husband or when she 
shot herself as police closed in.)

day trips

The Battle of Sabine Pass has gone down in military history as one 
of the greatest battles, yet it has been largely overshadowed by other 
engagements during the Civil War. As most Texas schoolchildren know, 43 
Irish-Texans with six cannons repelled a Union invasion force of 6,000 
and saved the state from occupation. 

Today, the site where the rudimentary fort stood is commemorated with 
a historic park about 14 miles south of Port Arthur. Huge oceangoing ves- 
sels move vast amounts of goods into the Gulf of Mexico through the nar- 
row pass that separates Texas and Louisiana. 

From the outset of the Civil War, the federal army tried to choke off the 
South's economic capabilities by blockading the ports. Sabine Pass 
became one of the most notoriously successful smugglers’ routes along 
the southern coast. Ships carrying lumber and cotton from East Texas 
and Louisiana hid on Sabine Lake before making a dash for open waters. 
Galveston might have been the state’s biggest official port, but Sabine 
Pass was the busiest unofficial route for goods and people. 

After several successes against southern 
shore batteries and the capture of Galveston, 
the U.S. Navy turned its attention to the 
Southeast Texas shipping channel in September 
1863. The Union’s battle plan was to steam up 
the Sabine Channel, land a small army, take 
control of the railroad between Houston and 
New Orleans, and then capture Houston. By 
occupying coastal Texas, the Union could 
control nearly the entire state. 

The Confederate army 
had a much different plan. 
Concerned by rumors of a 
naval attack at Sabine 
Pass, military officials sent 
a Polish and a Swiss engi- 
neer to construct Fort Griffin 
two miles south of Sabine 
City. It was an excellent 
strategic location on a small 
hill on the otherwise flat 
marshland. The small fort's 


guns could cover the narrow channel that was divided by a large oyster reef. 
The bunker was manned by a group of Irish dockworkers lead by Lt. Dick 
Dowling, a 25-year-old Houston saloon keeper. 

The rowdy Irish immigrants really didn’t have a cause in the Civil War 
other than their love of a good fight. In fact, many of them deserted to the 
Union side when the overwhelming odds became obvious. Despite their 
barroom antics, the unit was an efficient artillery company. Before the bat- 
tle began, they had practiced firing at markers placed around the reef. 

The Union’s navy's plans began unraveling almost from the beginning. It 
took hours to get the heavy ships over the sandbar at the mouth of the pass. 
By 3:30pm on Sept. 8, 1863, the gunboats were ready to begin the attack. 

The USS Clifton slowly began the charge up the Texas side of the channel. 
Blinded by the sun and unable to gauge the accuracy of their cannon fire, 
most of the Union shells flew over the fort. The first ship to come into range 
of the fort’s artillery was the USS Sachem, advancing up the Louisiana side 
of the channel, followed by the USS Arizona. The Irishmen's accuracy took 
out the boiler of the Sachem, leaving it disabled and blocking the right side 
of the oyster reef. 

The Clifton kept advancing toward the fort until it ran aground a few 
hundred yards from the shore battery. The accuracy of the fort’s guns 
soon forced the stuck skipper to raise the white flag. A transport ship fol- 
lowing the Clifton saw the devastation and turned back rather than landing 
its troops according to plan. 

According to Dowling’s report, his gunners got off 137 shots during the 
45-minute battle. His men captured two Union ships and 350 prisoners 
and routed the invasion without a casualty. 

In 1971, the state purchased the site of Fort Griffin as a small park 
where a monument to Dowling and his men had been placed in 1936. 
There is no visible evidence of the Civil War fort at the park. Ammunition 
bunkers left over from World War II coastal batteries disturb the flat land- 
scape. In 2005, Hurricane Rita destroyed many of the park’s picnic tables 
and pavilions. The state Legislature transferred the property to the Texas 
Historical Commission in 2007. 

The Sabine Pass Battleground Historic Site, south of Port Arthur on TX 87, 
is a tranquil place with no hint of the epic battle that took place here other 
than a monument to Dowling and his men. The shrill songs of birds mix with 
the clang of steel from oil-drilling platforms being constructed nearby. An 
occasional freighter passes where the oyster reef once blocked the channel. 
This is still an isolated corner of Texas, unconquered by the deeds of man. 

The park is open daily during daylight hours. No services are provided 
at this time. There is no admission fee.

PLAYING THROUGH

Guys who watch games in sports bars are probably not 
the most discerning of fans. That the Cowboys were taking a 
regular-season-ending 27-6 thumping at the hands of the 
Washington Redskins two weeks ago or that they went only 
2-2 in the month of December or that the secondary has 
been porous, Terrell Owens has been hampered by an 
ankle sprain, and Tony Romo has been all thumbs in recent 
weeks (all injured thumbs, I should say) - none of that had 
the faithful particularly worried. 

“I think we’re already there," said Sloan Harris, an archi- 
tect watching the Redskins game at the Tavern, meaning we 
might as well just fast-forward past Sunday’s matchup 
against the New York Giants to a Feb. 3 Super Bowl show- 
down with the Patriots. “We’ve got the first-round bye. We've 
got home field. There’s really nobody in the NFC who can 
stop us. Oh, shit!” 

Just then, Washington’s Todd Collins and Santana Moss 
took it deep to go up 26-3. 

Harris made a minor adjustment. 

“Well, okay,” he said, “our deep-pass coverage is a con- 
cern. That’s been a problem for us all year. But the way to 
overcome that is with a better pass rush, and ours is proba- 
bly the best in the league. So, no, I’m not worried. Romo? 
Yeah, he’s had a pretty average December. But the guy is 
completely clutch.” 

We’ll see. Romo wasn't clutch in last year's playoff game 
against the Seattle Seahawks, fumbling a snap for what 
would have been a game-winning field goal, in his last three 
starts, he tossed five interceptions and only one touchdown. 

And Wade Phillips' playoff record as a head coach 
doesn’t exactly inspire confidence: He’s 0-3. 

Winning teams usually have a bit of momentum going into 
the playoffs, playing with purpose and intensity. Certainly the 
New England Patriots are oozing confidence. The Cowboys, 
on the other hand, treated the entire month of December as 
if it were the preseason, when nobody cares who wins, when 
it’s all about staying healthy, making personnel adjustments, 
and working out the kinks in the system. 

After dispatching the Green Bay Packers back in Novem- 
ber, Dallas saw a clear path to the Super Bowl - and haven’t 
looked nearly as sharp since. Before that game, the Cow- 
boys were averaging nearly 33 points a game. Since then, 
they're down to 15 points per game. 

No matter, said Phillips after the Redskins loss. “You take 
the whole season; you don’t take one game, the last game 
of the year. You don’t say, 'Hey, the sky is falling.’ It’s not. 

You can ask the players; I think they’re going to be ready to 
play. They know we won 13 games. I don't know why you 
wouldn’t have confidence."

When (Mere) Pigs Fly 

Arts on Real, through Jan. 26 
Running time: 1 hr, 40 min 

Ah, the musical revue! Those compendiums of 
songs strung together with only the slightest of 
stories to support them. Theatregoers in Austin just 
can’t seem to get enough of them, and if producers 
can’t find a new one, they make up 
their own or cobble a couple of them 
together, as Naughty Austin director 
Blake Yelavich has done with this 
one. The story, such as it is, centers 
on the trials and tribulations that 
one Howard Crabtree, played with 
boyish exuberance by Kirk Addison, 
experiences when trying to put up 
his dream musical. That also might 
be the story of When Pigs Fly, which Naughty Austin 
produced a couple of years ago, or it might be 
the story of Whoop-Dee-Dool, the other revue that 
Yelavich drew from to produce this, urn, sequel. 
Whatever the case, it ain’t about the story, people! 
It’s about the songs! 

Or, at the very least, it’s about the costumes! As 
Yelavich says in his curtain speech, you’ll see 120 
costumes in 90 minutes (give or take), and see 
them you do: a centaur, Restoration Frenchmen, a 
Dream Curly, an Uncle Sam, someone dressed in 
plumbing supplies, multiple fairies, and more than a 
few men in drag. Yes, it’s a gay musical revue; make 
no mistake about that. In fact, the most effective 
number in the show is the first-act finale, a patriotic 
ditty about gay pride opining, among other things, 


that you can’t take the Mary out of Maryland or the 
sissy out of Mississippi. In the 22 years I’ve been 
watching live theatre in Austin, I can’t recall a show 
that reveled in its gayness the way this one does. 
And I saw Pageant. Twice! 

Among the performers, the always dependable 
Walter Songer and Bryan Schneider stand out, but 
Doug LeBelle steals the show with his Wicked Witch 
of the West schoolmarm, Miss Roundhole; his 
crazed musical-theatre producer, who writes her own 
musical revues (talk about irony); and especially his 
torch singer, who pines for Dubya, among others. 
LeBelle steals every scene he’s in, and when he’s 
out there solo, he dominates the stage. Despite 
minimal amplification, not once did I have a problem 
hearing or understanding the singers because of 
the more-than-able accompaniment provided by the 
twopiece band, Dr. Don McManus on keyboards and 
Terri Lord on percussion. 

Yelavich wears so many hats in this production, 
I'm surprised he didn’t turn into a coatrack: pro- 
ducer, compiler, director, choreographer, costume 
designer, lighting designer; he even wrote the lyrics 
to some of the songs. Stretching himself that thin, 
you might think that something in the show would 
fall down, and some things do: On occasion, actors 
aren't illuminated, the choreography is sometimes 
so pedestrian that you can catch the scent of a 
sidewalk, and some of the actors hit only one level, 
which is sinful even for a revue as kitschy as this. 
But the songs are catchy, I got more than a few 
laughs, and the costumes are almost worth the 
price of admission. And yes, there’s a pig, but I 
won’t tell you if it flies. You’ll just have to see that 
for yourself. - Barry Pineo

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‘Roy Lichtenstein Prints 1956-97’

Do you remember your first movie - your 
first encounter with characters both larger 
than life and yet somehow just like you? If 
you left the film inspired, admiring, more 
knowledgeable, or, in the case of horror, 
scared, you are probably in 
the majority. But how often 
have you left a film feel- 
ing mechanically coerced? 
More than likely coercion 
is not why you paid to sit 
before the big screen, but 
according to many contem- 
porary philosophers and 
film theorists, the movie 
industry is a culture industry, a desiring 
machine that slowly but steadily teaches 
you how to desire, what to desire, and 
when to desire it. And we’re not talking 
about adult films or films on power and 
relationships; we’re talking about every 
movie from Psycho to Bambi. Apparently, it 
works by repeatedly packaging emotions, 
scenarios, personas, and combinations in 
ways that are both familiar and seemingly 
“natural.” Then these tacit cliches map 
out every facet of our lives, from what to 
eat to how to love. 

But historically, movies were not the only 
media to bring the culture industry to the 
general public. “Roy Lichtenstein Prints 
1956-97” suggests the role that comic 


books and other pop-culture graphic arts 
played and still play in setting standards for 
our hopes and desires. Showing off more 
than 70 prints and a career’s worth of work, 
this Washington State University traveling 
exhibition, currently at the Austin Museum 
of Art, demonstrates how Lichtenstein 
employed and advanced printing techniques 
to explore how cliche in pop culture, with aid 
from various mechanistic technological 
advancements, helped form these desires. 

In works such as his famous Crying Girl 
(1963) and others, Lichtenstein constructs 
“images of beauty” from the calculated use 
of techniques employed by comic-book illus- 
trators: three primary colors, Benday dots, 
and carefully placed black lines. When 
asked about his own susceptibility to the 
beauties he created, Lichtenstein replied 
that to him they are “really made up of 
black lines and red dots. I see it that 
abstractly, that it’s very hard to fall for one 
of these creatures, to me, because they’re 
not really reality to me.” Yet the enduring 
contemporary power of Lichtenstein’s work 
matches back up with media studies and 
philosophy precisely at the point where we 
recognize that our everyday assumptions and 
constructions are often little more than a 
series of lines and dots that we learn to con- 
nect over time, over books, over film, over 
art, and even over comics. - Nikki Moore

Blanton Museum of Art curator Gabriel 
Perez-Barreiro surveys a little more than 15 
years of Jorge Macchi’s art with “The Anatomy 
of Melancholy," a spare exhibition that posi- 
tions the artist as creating a “third space” 
between conceptual art and 
expressionist painting. More 
than 40 pieces in collage, 
sculpture, photography, and 
video provide the first compre- 
hensive overview of Macchi’s 
work presented in the United 
States. Originally organized for 
the sixth Mercosul Biennial in 
Porto Alegre, Brazil, the show 
stops in Austin before heading to the Centro 
Galego de Arte Contemporanea in Santiago de 
Compostela, Spain. 

The formal simplicity of Macchi's work 
may draw comparisons with conceptual art, 
but it also brings to mind the poets Charles 
Baudelaire and Andre Breton, among other 
observers of the modern city’s utter strange- 
ness. Like the poets, Macchi explores the 
power of chance operations, the revelations 
of aimless walks, and - as the exhibition title 
suggests - the melancholy of everyday life. 

Take Buenos Aires Tour, an artist book pro- 
duced in collaboration with the writer Marfa 
Negroni and the composer Edgardo Rudnitzky. 
Macchi allowed the lines of a broken glass 
to dictate the tour’s itinerary through Buenos 
Aires, the artist’s hometown. Texts, photo- 
graphs, and sound illuminate points along 
each path, which draw eight jagged lines 
across the map. The virtual tour, explored 
largely via CD-ROM, eschews typical tourist 
sights in favor of banal spaces. In the spirit 
of Baudelaire’s flaneur, it’s a particular kind of

stroll through the city: one not meant to reach 
a specific destination but taken simply for the 
sake of experience. 

Other pieces evoke the city’s alienation as 
much as they comment upon the human condi- 
tion. A series of newspaper obituary notices, 
cut so that only a black frame topped with 
a cross remains, is collaged into a pile that 
resembles an apartment building in Monoblock 
(Tower Block) - an elegant memento mori. 

Vidas Paralelas (Parallel Lives) combines 
two panes of mirror glass broken in exactly 
the same places, with identical fragments 
removed. A manufactured coincidence, the bro- 
ken mirrors nevertheless suggest loneliness 
and isolation, since two parallel lines (or lives) 
never meet. 

Existential questions are balanced by a 
more playful mood elsewhere in the exhibition. 
The video Caja de Musica (Music Box) features 
a stream of cars shot from above, with the 
camera positioned on a highway overpass. 
Macchi assigned a musical tone to each lane, 
which sounds every time a car passes through 
it. The result is an automotive tune that trans- 
forms traffic, a typically depressing feature of 
the urban landscape, into a delight. 

“The Anatomy of Melancholy” has some 
rough spots: Two videos that draw on the con- 
ventions of film - La Flecha de Zenon (Xeno’s 
Arrow) and Fim de Film (End of the Film) - com- 
plement each other but ultimately fall flat. And 
as one critic noted a few years ago, it is easy 
to overlook Macchi’s work. His art is not spec- 
tacular. Macchi barely employs color. Often, his 
pieces are relatively small. Yet the artist has 
built a body of work rich in other ways. It may 
not grab you immediately, but such understated 
lyricism will linger. -Amanda Douberley

In his brilliant new film, The Diving 
Bell and the Butterfly, painter/sculp- 
tor/director Schnabel 
( Basquiat , Before 
Night Falls) defies 
dozens of moviemak- 
ing conventions to 
tell the true story 
of Jean-Dominique 
Bauby. Which makes 
sense considering 
just how uncon- 
ventional Bauby’s 

story is. In 1995, at the age of 45, 
the French writer and editor of Elle 
magazine (French edition) suffered 
a massive stroke that left him with a rare condition called locked-in 
syndrome. Fie retained his ability to hear and understand and remem- 
ber, but as far as the world was concerned, Bauby became little more 
than a vegetable with an impressive resume: He was unable to speak 
and was completely paralyzed from top to toe, save for his left eye. 

I know this may sound like a description for the dullest protagonist 
in motion-picture history, but Bauby was able to work miracles with 
that eye. In just two years, using a dictation system developed by his 
speech therapist that involved an adjusted alphabet and repetitive 
blinking, Bauby managed to write a 150-page memoir full of wit and 
imagination that went on to become a bestseller. (Meanwhile, with my 
two perfectly good eyes and able body, I’m struggling to write a 400- 
word movie review.) Bauby’s story presents innumerable hurdles for 
a filmmaker, but artist-turned-filmmaker Schnabel has made a career 
out of defying expectations and pushing boundaries, and he uses all 
the considerable skills at his disposal (among them a stunning visual 
sense that blurs the line between experience and memory, between 


desire and reality; a bottomless well of curiosity about the nature of 
human creativity; and a healthy sense of cynicism) to create an origi- 
nal world that exists almost entirely inside his protagonist’s head and 
that’s equal parts reverie, despair, and social experiment. His Bauby 
(Amalric) is no pity case; he’s a sophisticated ironist aware of the con- 
fusion and fear he engenders in those around him, and his memoir is 
a testament to human ingenuity and the beauty that can be found in 
resignation. The Diving Bell and the Butterfly could easily have tipped 
over into melodrama, but Schnabel is too much an artist to let that 
happen; he realizes that in order to make his hero truly substantial, 
and not just sympathetic, he has to present him as an ordinary man 
making the best of extraordinarily lousy circumstances. By doing so 
he’s created a character we not only marvel at but identify with. If 
there’s a better example of the miraculous stubbornness of otherwise- 
despairing humanity than a paralyzed man leering at his nurse’s cleav- 
age, I can’t imagine what it is. - Josh Rosenblatt

THE BUCKET LIST

Edward Cole (Nicholson) is a white man 
with a passion for women, exotic coffee, 
and money. Carter Chambers (Freeman) is 
a black man with apparently no passion at 
all. Cole is a corporate millionaire and 
three times divorced. Chambers is a car 
mechanic with a wife and grown kids. Apart 
from their advanced years, their shared 
hospital room, and terminal cancer, they 
have nothing in common. Which means, of 
course, they’re destined to become best 
friends. In Reiner’s latest exercise in syrupy 
nonsense, Cole and Chambers leave 
behind their depressing hospital beds and 
chemotherapy sessions and jump into 
Cole’s private jet to check items off their 
bucket list (that being the list of things 
they want to do before they kick the buck- 
et). For an hour, they drive sports cars at 
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high speeds, travel to exotic countries, and 
check out the Himalayas, whooping and 
hollering as they go. They also aim for 
slightly vaguer, more “mystical’’ goals, such 
as laughing until they cry, witnessing some- 
thing majestic, and finding the joy in their 
lives, making The Bucket List the 400th 
movie to come out of Hollywood in the last 
10 years to mistake bumper-sticker self- 
help platitudes for spirituality: Be as You 
Are, Live Every Day Like It’s Your Last, 
Follow Your Bliss, Dance Like Nobody’s 
Watching, Eat Like Nobody’s Listening, 

Don’t Forget the Pine Nuts, Look Out for 
Washbasins, Don’t Be Worried About Not 
Being Afraid That You’re Scared of Being 
Terrified. All the classics. Which I guess are 
pleasant enough prescriptions for getting a 
little something more out of life, but they 
make for exceedingly bland moviemaking. 
Which is exactly what The Bucket List is: 
white-bread storytelling made by, for, and 
about people who think joy and meaning 
can be acquired by simply taking a step or 
two out of life’s comfort zones and into 
Afri can-safari packages and skydiving excur- 
sions. It’s safety-first adventuring and safe- 
ty-first filmmaking, both of which should be 


mortal sins. What Reiner should have 
done, instead of giving himself over to his 
most commercial instincts, is aim to cap- 
ture the true desperation of sick men star- 
ing into that good night and realizing that 
the opposite of going quietly is going bra- 
zenly. Who wouldn’t want to watch 
Nicholson and Freeman daring each other 
to commit brash acts of wildness and anti-

ONE MISSED CALL

Genre fans will need no heads-up on 
this ill-advised stateside remake of 
Takashi Miike’s 2003 foray into techno- 
phobic Japanese horror - they’re avoiding 
it in droves, and, judging by the nonexis- 
tent audience I caught it with over the 
weekend, so is everyone else. Smart 
move. The J-horror trend initiated by 
Hideo Nakata’s 1998 viral freakout Ringu , 
which along with nearly every other film in 
the genre has been remade multiple 
times throughout Asia and the U.S., is 
way past its expired-by date, asphyxiated 
on soggy tendrils of lank, black hair and 
kabuki-doomy, fright-faced shock cuts. For 
every solid attempt to translate the mad- 
deningly intricate cultural psychoses of 
Asian cult horror into boffo American box 
office ( The Ring , Dark Water) there are an 
equal number of hideous misfires: Pulse, 
The Grudge 2, and now this. The original 
One Missed Cali was itself a lame depar- 
ture from the legendarily prolific Miike's 
exhilarating, apparently lifelong mission to 
be the directorial equivalent of the 
Videodrome signal. Anyone who has ever 
(intentionally or otherwise) subjected 
themselves to the triple-mindscraping of 
Audition, Ichi the Killer, and The Happiness 
of the Katakuris is the stronger for it, 
although Miike’s sprawling, tentacular 
oeuvre defies easy anything. Except, of 
course, for One Missed Call, which found 
Miike attempting to create his own spin 
on the already mortally wounded J-horror 
tropes by ripping off Ringu and its Korean 
rip-off, Phone, to no great success. (Or 
not. Miike’s original promptly spawned 
two dud sequels. Go figure.) Flere and 
now, Valette’s Americanization, which 
deals with celi-phone calls from the soon- 
to-be-deceased to their predemised 
selves, is significantly less engaging than 
the original, although that may have to do 
with the lack of subtitles. It’s a puzzler, all 
right, and since Burns is on board as a 
stodgy, tired-looking detective who has 
lost his sister to the ring tones o’ woe, 
female lead Sossamon has someone to 
furrow brows with and mull over the 
unmullable. Apart from some borderline- 
clever cinematography courtesy of Glen 
MacPherson, there's precious little to 
make anyone want to answer this doleful 
call. Do yourself a favor and go rent any 
Miike film other than this one. You’ve got 
somewhere in the vicinity of 75 from 
which to choose. - Marc Savlov

Imagination typically should be encouraged in 
children, but an excess of it leads to tragedy in this 
more than worthy adaptation of Ian McEwan's novel. 
Thirteen-year-old Briony (the wonderfully unnerving 
novice Ronan) is indulged, but also largely ignored, 
by her family, which includes her headstrong 19- 
year-old sister, Cecilia (Knightley, seductively husky, 
wincingly angular). One day in 1935, Briony wit- 
nesses a bewildering act that involves Cecilia and 
the housekeeper's son, Robbie (McAvoy). Only later 
does she realize how one person’s vantage, one 
person’s truth, doesn’t always square with anoth- 
er's. But that epiphany doesn't arrive until the film's 
second of three sections, when a now-18-year-old 
Briony (Garai) attempts to write a novelization of 
that day in 1935. (The film's epilogue takes place 
in modern times.) Atonement is a work consumed 
with the nature of storytelling and the moral respon- 
sibility of the storyteller. The film is not quite as 
brutalizing as McEwan’s brilliant source novel, but it 
ravishes nonetheless in its grand exploration of the 
sins of the daughter and a lifetime spent making 
reparations.

Screenwriter David Benioff and director 
Forster are faithful to the novel to a fault, retaining 
a level of narrative detail that bogs down the prin- 
cipal storyline about a haunted Afghan-American 
man who is blessed with the chance "to be good 
again” and rectify a wrong he committed years 
ago. The film's early scenes set up the tragic turn 
of events that forever separates the two childhood 
friends. But as the film progresses, the narrative 
focus gets diluted and never really recovers.

Ben Chasny is quickly becoming the Michio Kurihara of the 
West, an impressionistic and versatile guitarist capable of bridging 
meditative psych-folk narratives with epic, acid-rock freak-outs. To 
date, he’s collaborated with Magik Markers (whose guitarist, Elisa 
Ambrogio, joins him for this tour), Current 93, and Badgerlore and 
is a full-time member of cosmic San Francisco steamroller Comets 
on Fire. He even found time to tour Europe as a member of Bonnie 
"Prince" Billy's backing band. 

“That was kind of difficult for me, because I have such respect 
for him as a songwriter and for the music that I didn’t really know 
how I was supposed to contribute - like, does he want me to 
explode?" asks Chasny, who’s currently working on a collaboration 
with Steven Stapleton of industrialists Nurse With Wound. “What 
happens when you meet up with someone you really admire is that 
each person wants to play how the other person plays. I’ll be ready 
to do some fucking crazy shit, and then they're like, ‘No man, do 
that folk thing you do.’” 

Chasny’s main fix is Six Organs of Admittance, his SF-based 
drone-folk project. Shelter From the Ash (Drag City), his latest LP 
revels in the afterglow of 2006’s blustery and brilliant The Sun 
Awakens. Produced by and featuring the Fucking Champs' Tim 
Green, Ash finds Chasny exploring more traditional tunings and 
constructing intricate acoustic structures, buoyed by his high tide 
of feedback. 

“I plot the listening curve before I ever start to write,” Chasny 
confides. “I may not know what the music is going to end up sound- 
ing like, but I know how I want it to move and feel. Sometimes I 
want the sound to make the listener just drop out.”

Friends keep telling me to check my credit history - why do 
I care? How can I get an accurate report of my credit history? 

The new year often means renewed commitment to 
financial independence. Confirming your credit history 
is one positive step toward that goal. 

Regularly checking your credit history is an important 
step in combating identity theft. Identity theft occurs 
when someone uses your personal information to com- 
mit fraud (such as opening credit cards in your name), 
and it can lead to inaccuracies in your credit rating. 
This inaccurate information can affect your ability to get 
credit, including credit cards and loans for major pur- 
chases like a home or car. You should periodically check 
your credit report to ensure the information contained in 
it is accurate and up-to-date. 

There are many providers on the Internet from whom 
you can purchase your credit report for a nominal 
fee. In addition, the Fair Credit Reporting Act requires 
nationwide consumer-reporting companies to provide you 
with a free copy of your credit report every 12 months 
upon request. You can get your free credit report at 
www.annualcreditreport.com or by calling (877) 322-8228. 

Under the FCRA, both the consumer-reporting com- 
pany and the information provider (the person or organiza- 
tion that provides information about you to a consumer- 
reporting company) are responsible for correcting inac- 
curate or incomplete information contained in your credit 
report.

TODAY'S ENGINES EASILY 
GO PAST 100,000 MILES 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I was looking for a second car I wanted a clas- 
sic. For some reason, I said something about a 
1992 car with 180,000 miles on it. My stepbrother 
said, “You know that engine has beat rebuilt, don’t 
you?” That started the debate. He claims most 
engines are ready for the junkyard after 100,000 
miles. I tell him that since 1990, I’m guessing, 
engines are made so much better than in the Fifties 
and Sixties, and it’s not so surprising to see a car 
get 200,000 miles or more. He claims that would 
be rare. He also claims that he will never lose 
this argument, because if new cars were good for 
200,000 miles, a dealership would give you a war- 
ranty for that long. I know I’m right. How can I 
prove him wrong, though? -Josh 

TOM: Well, you’re more right than he is, Josh. 
The only flaw in your argument is your use of the 
term “classic” and “1992” in the same sentence. 

RAY: Here’s the story. Back in the 1950s, if 
someone got 100,000 miles out of a car, it was 
cause for celebration. 

TOM: And today, everybody gets 100,000 
miles out of a car. If they don’t, they’re writing 
to us claiming that they’ll never buy another (fill 
in the blank) as long as they live. 

RAY: And while your stepbrother is right that 
200,000 miles is rare, it’s a lot less rare than it 
used to be. And 100,000 to 150,000 miles is not 
rare at all. It’s pretty much expected. 

TOM: And warranties are longer. Back in 
the Fifties, you typically got a 12-month war- 
ranty on a new car. Now, Hyundai, Kia, and 
Mitsubishi offer 10-year power- train warranties, 
and Chrysler recently announced a limited life- 
time power-train warranty. So, as long as those 
companies don’t go belly up first from fixing 
everybody else’s engines, you’re pretty much 
guaranteed a good, long engine life. 

RAY: So there is more confidence in the 
longevity of engines and transmissions. And 
I would attribute it to several factors. Better 
manufacturing is certainly one. But I think the 
biggest factor is better lubricants. Detergent 
oils came on the scene back in the Sixties, and 
they’ve been improved continuously ever since. 
That means metal parts run longer without 
grinding one another to death. And that’s really 
the key to long engine life. 

TOM: So tell your stepbrother that he was 
wrong on two counts: his argument and that he 
would never lose this argument.
